In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts you 
are directed to notify the inhabitants of the Town of Burlington 
qualified to vote in elections and in Town affairs, to meet at the 
Schoolhouse in Burlington on Monday, the sixth day of March 
next at 9.30 o'clock in the forenoon, then and there to act on the 
following Articles:

To see if the Town will vote to give the Select- 
men authority to prosecute or bring action at law in behalf of the 
Town, to employ counsel for, or do or act anything in relation to 
the same. : 


Article 17. To see if the Town will vote to raise or appro- 
priate a sum of money to employ a School Physician, in accord- 
ance with Chapter 502, Acts of 1906.

To see if the Town will vote to purchase Lots 
139, 140, 141, in Chestnut Hill Cemetery for decorative purposes, 
or do or act anything in relation to the same.

Moderator called meeting to order at 7.30 p. m. and declared 
a recess of I5 minutes. 


Meeting was again called to order at 7.45 p. m. 


Article 3—Voted—That the report of the Selectmen be ac- 
cepted. 


Voted—That the report of the Auditors of Accounts be 
accepted. 


Voted—That the report of the Overseers of Poor be accepted. 

Voted—That the report of the Highway Surveyor be ac- 
cepted. 

Voted—That the report of the Assessors be accepted. 

Voted—That the report of the Cemetery Committee be 
accepted. 

Voted—That the report of the Library Trustees be accepted. 


Voted—That a printed copy of the accepted reports be filed 
with the Town Clerk. 


Article 4—Voted—That the Tax Collector be paid two per 
cent. (2%) on all taxes collected and paid into the Treasury. 


Article 5—Voted—That all taxes be collected and paid into 
the Treasury before the first day of November, and that all taxes 
uncollected on the first day of November shall go on interest on 
that date at six per cent.

Voted—That we raise and appropriate $1,200.00 for Inci- 
dental Expenses, to be expended under the direction of the 
Selectmen. 


Voted—To raise and appropriate $200.00 for support of 
Library. 

Voted—To raise and appropriate $300.00 and the unex- 
pended balance for support of Cemeteries. 

Voted—To raise and appropriate $831.00 for salaries of 
Town Officers, to be determined as per schedule of 1g1o0, with 
the exception of Town Clerk, whose salary shall be increased 
$20.00, as follows :-— 

Selectmen and Board of Health—$180.00. 

Assessors—$165.00. 

Treasurer—$100.00. 

Clerk—$100.00. 

Overseers of Poor—$45.00. 

Sealer of Weights and Measures—$15.00. 

Auditors of Accounts—$50.00. 

Inspector of Animals—$125.00. 

Registrars of Voters—$51.00. 


Voted—That the unexpended balance of snow money he 
appropriated for removal of snow. 


Motion made that the Town raise and appropriate $300.06 
for Street Lights. Not carried.

Article 23—Voted—That the Town appropriate the money 
received from the Railroad, Excise and Corporation taxes 
($2,008.84), to be used in macadamizing Winn-Street, and the 
Selectmen be instructed to petition the State Highway Commis- 
sion under the Small Town Act for an allotment, the Selectmen 
to consult with said Commission, and, if advisable, to hold the 
funds for one year. 


Article 24—Voted—To lay Article 24 on the table. Later 
Voted—To take Article 24 from the table. 


Voted—That the Town Treasurer, with the approval of the 
Selectmen, be and hereby is authorized to borrow money from 
time to time in anticipation of taxes of the present municipal year 
to an amount not exceeding in the aggregate $10,000, and to 
issue a note or notes therefor, payable within one year, any debt 
or debts incurred under this vote to be paid from the taxes of the 
present municipal year. Unanimous. 15 in favor. 
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Article 25—Voted—That $50.00 be raised and appropriated 
to purchase three lots in Chestnut Hill Cemetery, No. 139, No. 
140 and No. 141, same to be held in reserve for a public ground 
and for decorative purposes, as the Cemetery Commissioners may 
deem. 


Article 26—Voted—That the Article be dismissed. 


Article 27—-Voted—That the unexpended balance of 1910 be 
re-appropriated for the suppression of the illegal sale of liquor 
for the ensuing year. 


Voted—To extend to Harry H. Nichols a rising vote of 
thanks for his efficient services as Town Clerk, Unanimous. 

Voted—That the Selectmen be empowered to elect all Petty 
Officers for the ensuing year. 

Voted—That the Selectmen serve as Fence Viewers for the 
ensuing year. 

Voted—That the Moderator be authorized to draw on the 
Town Treasury for the sum of $6.00 for services at this meeting.

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Report of Selectmen 


It has not been the habit of this board in the past to recom- 
mend to the voters action upon any specific measures. Believing, 
therefore, that it is a part of the duties of the board to bring to 
the attention of the people by recommendation matters which we 
think is for the benefit of the Town, we ask your consideration of 
this report. 


MOTH DEPARTMENT. 


This work has been conducted under the supervision of our 
townsman, Walter W. Skelton. We refer you to his report for 
information in regard to the field work. We will confine our- 
selves to the finances. 3 

The financial year of the Commonwealth, as far as the State 
Forester’s office is concerned, ends Nov. 30th. The Town, under 
the statutes, must spend a certain amount of money, which is 
based on valuation. The money which has been expended in 
December has never been appropriated by the Town. The Select- 
men have assumed the responsibility for the expenditure, and the 
Assessors have assessed it the following year. While the Town 
has not objected to this action of the Selectmen, it is not fair to 
the board to have them assume this responsibility, which belongs 
to the citizens themselves. 

We therefore recommend that an appropriation be made to 
reimburse the treasury for the expenditures of December, 1911; 
also an appropriation to begin the work Dec. Ist, 1912. If this 
action is taken it will place this department on a business basis. 
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FINANCES. 
The finances of the Town are in a very healthy condition, as 
reported by the Treasurer. 


“TOWN+REPORTS. 

Too much time is consumed in compiling these reports, 
caused by various reasons. The fact that the reports are always 
late in arriving at the homes of the citizens still remains. As the 
records in the Selectmen’s office must balance with the Treasurer’s 
vaccount, and vice versa, we recommend that the financial reports 
of all the departments be made out at the Selectmen’s office, the 
departments to report only on their past work and present needs. 
By adopting this method we will get a more uniform financial 
report and lessen the time required to complete them. 


ELECTRIC LIGHTING. | 
This plant has been installed by the Edison Electric I]umi- 
nating Co. of Boston, and is giving universal satisfaction. 


BRLECTRIC “WIRING, 

At the annual meeting of 1911, sixty-five dollars was appro- 
priated for wiring and equipping the Selectmen’s room, hall and 
basement. In order to do this work in a proper and safe manner 
we found it would exceed the appropriation. We assumed the 
extra expense and paid the balance from the incidental account. 


WINN STREET IMPROVEMENT. 

A section of the street was finished last year and all bills 
paid. At the annual meeting March, 1911, an appropriation was 
_ made to continue this work. The Selectmen were also instructed 
to apply, under the “Small Town Act,” to the Highway Com- 
missioners of the Commonwealth for an allotment to aid in its 
completion, with the request that it might lay over to the present 
vear. A representative of the board appeared before the Com- 
missioners and prevented the petition and the request of the Town. 
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The Commissioners very cordially endorsed the request, and 
allotted the sum of two thousand dollars for this improvement. 

We recommend that an appropriation be made at the annual 
meeting to complete the macadamizing of this street to State 
Road. : 


HIGHWAYS. 

We take up this question with some reluctance, for we may 
be treading on forbidden ground. A report on Highways should 
come from the Highway Surveyor. 

It has not been the habit of the Surveyors in the past to re- 
port on the needs of this department, confining their report to 
finances and the work which has been done. It is presumed that 
many of our citizens would say that their respective streets are in 
no better condition than they ought to be, so we will not attempt 
to cover the whole Town, but take up one street which has been 
brought to our attention, namely: South Bedford Street. This 
street is in a deplorable condition, particularly from the Woburn 
Line to the section where the Highway Department finished in 
1910. Heavy teaming is being conducted over this thoroughfare 
and bids fair to increase rapidly. Farms are being developed by 
citizens, who have a right to expect encouragement from the 
Town in the way of good roads to move their products. We 
recommend that some action be taken in regard to improving this 
StLeet: 


SUITS AT LAW. 

The case of P. F. Donavan against the Town, on account of 
accident at Shaw’s Corner in March, 1909, is still in the Courts. 
At the present writing it looks as if it would be disposed of in the 
near future.

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Report of Moth Department 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


Gentlemen :—I herewith submit my report of the Moth Depart- 
ment of the Town of Burlington. The condition of this town 
has improved greatly both in the Brown Tail and Gypsy Moths. 
Ihave planted Brown Tail Fungus this fall where the webs of 
the Brown Tail were thickest. I have made arrangements with 
the State Forester for planting. Wilt Disease in almost all the 
large tract of woodland. The Brown Tail Fungus was planted 
by taking sick caterpillars and putting them in the webs to be 
ready to spread when the caterpillar begins to crawl in the spring. 

The Wilt Disease is to be planted in little hammocks hung in the 
infested places, where the caterpillars can come in connection with 
it. The Parasites have gotten a good foothold here and now 
promise to do their part. After summing up the condition I find 
the Town cleaner than for three years.

The teachers are painstaking and thorough in their work, 
and the town is fortunate in being able to retain in its service the 
same efficient staff of teachers and supervisors. 

The plans introduced last year providing a shortened session 
and longer recess for those not needing the longer time to do 
their work is working satisfactorily, and the teachers find the 
provisions made for giving special attention to those needing it 
very helpful. By this plan of working the teachers were able to 
bring practically every child in each grade up to a point where 
he could be promoted at the end of the vear. Two were able to 
gain a year and did good work in the grades to which they were 
admitted. ; 

The beginning made last year in giving lessons in the use of 
tools and in the construction of simple pieces of furniture, etc., 
of wood, by the boys in the ninth grade has been continued. That 
more has not been accomplished is due to the lack of time for 
this work and that it is carried on as an extra subject for the 
most part. 
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The boys in grade nine this Fall have spent their time in 
constructing a case in which the tools used can be properly kept. 
The boys in grade eight have also done some little work with: 
tools. Sufficient has been done to indicate clearly the need of 
more work of this kind by the boys. 


Observation made here, and elsewhere throughout the State, 
shows that it is not the city and suburban boys only who have 
ceased to take any large part in the industrial activities of the 
family. It is found that in many rural communities the boys are 
growing up with but little to make them self-reliant and self- 
helpful. In short, the home as a general rule is not taking the 
helpful part it formerly did in the education of the child, so far 
as his or her instruction and training in the practical household 
arts and the home industries are concerned. 


In the Schoel Arts—Reading, Writing, Spelling, Arithmetic, 
Composition, Drawing and Music—there is no doubt but that 
pupils of a given age are in advance of what they were years ago 
at the corresponding age. It is equally certain that they have less 
power to do that, that they are less capable of adapting means to 
the ends sought than those of an earlier time. Some means must 
be taken to regain this loss, either by the home or by the school, 
or through the co-operation of both. The school must be equipped 
with teachers who are capable of giving the instruction, and the 
homes must give the opportunities for the practice of the arts so 
that skill may be acquired and the knowledge retained. 

The opening of an industrial school in Lowell, in which in- 
‘struction may be had both in the Mechanic and Household Arts, 
provides opportunity for the further education of such boys and 
girls as complete their grammar school course and have no inclina- 
tion toward high school studies. Tuition in this school is free to 
the pupil, but must be paid by the town. The State makes pro- 
vision for repaying to the town one-half the amount expended in 
payment of the tuition for industrial instruction given to resi- 
dents of the town. 
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In September it was found most economical to displace the ~ 
last of the Harrington Spellers by the Chancellor. The two books 
were of the same general type. The work in the Chancellor 
Speller is much more carefully graded. The material selected for 
dictation is such as to convey useful information or to make the 
pupil familiar with fine thoughts pithily expressed. The new 
series contains fewer unusual words, and thus the attention of 
the pupil is concentrated upon words he is likely to have use for 
in his own speaking and writing. 


The Palmer system of teaching writing is still in use in the 
upper grades. The average quality of the penmanship has im- 
proved perceptibly through the year. The best results cannot be 
expected unless the pupils give considerable time to practice at 
home. 


The text book in English Grammar was exchanged for the 
revised edtion, by the same author. The text books in United 
States History are well worn and may profitably be exchanged 
for some better balanced text during the coming year. 


The pupils in general show a good attitude toward their 
work and also toward play at the proper time. 


In the matter of playgrounds the school is but poorly 
equipped, and better provision should be made before the price 
_of land rises in value, as it is sure to do in the near future. 


In asking that more liberal provision. be made for play- 
grounds, it should be recognized that the end sought is not the 
mere amusement or even the relaxation of the pupils after their 
periods of work. Worthy though both these ends are, but as 
means of their better development, physically and mentally, and, 
in short, in reaching a strong and full all-round development. 


Play is the child’s natural means of relaxation and recupera- 
tion. It has, however, other functions equally important. In the 
organized games and sports in which the pupil engages he learns 
to co-operate with his fellows for the common interests. He 

develops courage, self-reliance, alertness, self-control, and often 


So 


the quality of leadership. Some games bring into action one set 
of qualities and other games another group quite different from 
the first. 


In these games each must learn to perform his part well, or 
the disapproval of the whole group will come upon him. This 
knowledge acts as a wholesome stimulus to each to put forth his 
best efforts, and thus he gains in skill and endurance, also in 
confidence in his own powers. In any game, worth the name, 
there is called into activity a large number of qualities and 
powers of body and mind with resulting profit to every one 
engaged ‘in it who bears a _ worthy part. Some great 
speaker, descanting upon FEngland’s success in sea _ fights 
and land battles, said that her generals developed the quali- 
ties that made them successful not in her naval and military 
schools, but in her cricket fields. The statement was probably 
extravagant, but there is no question that the games and sports 
in which a child engages play as very important and beneficient 
part in his education and do much for his success in after life. 

School games are of great value not only in the development 
they give, but also in preventing the formation of undesirable 
qualities and habits. Much of the hoodlumism that disgraces the 
boys and young men of the larger cities and towns would never 
develop if opportunities for engaging in enjoyable and harmless 
games and sports were more abundant. It is the boy who hangs 
about the corners and stables who develops the mean and despic- 
able qualities which we so strongly deprecate in him. 


At the present time the children are very much hampered in 
their choice of games and-in the playing of those selected by the 
very limited space for play which is at their disposal. Better play 
means better work, and for this reason the sooner a larger play- - 
ground can be provided the better. The boys by going over into 
a neighboring field have secured for themselves sufficient room to 
enjoy baseball and football. This plan.is not altogether satis- 
factory, from a school point of view. The boys are not given to 
quarrelling, but conflicts of rights and differences of opinions come 
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up which call for the intervention of a teacher. While such occur 
very seldom, it would still be much better if the play were upon 
the grounds of the school and under the supervision of the 
teacher. 


The plan followed only too often in years gone by was to 
place the school building on some bit of land that was of little 
value for anything else and to take only enough of it for the 
school and outbuildings. A great change for the better has taken 
place, and not infrequently the school site is now one of the best 
obtainable. A corresponding change in the amount of land ac- 
quired is also taking place, and plots of one to ten acres are being 
purchased in place of the few square feet once thought sufficient. 


When additional land is acquired for playground purposes 
enough should be purchased so as to provide room for school 
gardens as well as a liberal allotment. for play purposes. 


A small expenditure should be made in the purchase of ad- 
justable irons for a few of the seats and desks in each school 
room. There is always considerable variation in the size of the 
different pupils in each grade. The adjustable irons would enable 
the teacher to adapt the seats and desks to fit those either larger 
or smaller than the normal size and thus add greatly to the com- 
fort of the pupil and the ease with which he can do his work. 
Desks too high or low are a frequent cause of deformity through 
spinal curvature, and so of loss of time and even of permanent 
suffering and weakness. 


Before closing, I should like to repeat what was said last 
year in respect to the desirability of some better provision for 
drinking. There are now upon the market a number of different 
types of bubbling drinking fountains made for use in schools 
which are not connected with a system of waterworks. The fail- 
ure of the furnaces to heat the corridors add to the difficulty of 
satisfactorily meeting this need. The Spring and Fall are seasons 
when there is greatest need for convenient drinking facilities, so 
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that the failure of any plan during the Winter would not be so 
serious as is the present plan of never having a convenient one. 


In closing, I wish to express my thanks to the Committee for 
their hearty support and to the teachers for their faithful co- 
operation and earnest efforts for the improvement of the schools.

Voted—That the sum of $767.50 be raised and appro- 
priated for the salaries of Town Officers to be distributed as 
per schedule of 1911.

Article 7. Voted—That the money receirved from the 
County for dog licenses be applied for the support of schools. 

Article 8. Voted—That the sum of $213.00 received from 
the Simonds Park during the year 1910 be placed at the dis- 
posal of the Park Commission. 

Article 9. Voted—That the sum of $232.00 received from 
the Simonds Park during 1911 be appropriated for the im- 
provement of the old burying ground, under the direction of 
the Cemetery Commissioners. 

Article 10. Voted—That the sum of $1,144.62, at pee 
railway tax for 1911, and $560.65 excise tax, together with

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Report of the Selectmen. 


To the Citizens of Burlington: 


WINN STREET 


The Selectmen petitioned the Mass. Highway Commis- 
sioners for an allotment to finish this street and they with 
their accustomed cheerfulness alloted us $1700 in addition 
to the $2000 alloted the previous year. 

The contract was given to R. F. Hudson and was com- 
pleted early in the year. The first section of this road has 
reseived a coat of heavy oil and it would be wise to make 
provision to oil the remainder this year. 


SEARS STREET. 


This street was macadamized at the expense of $1700 
appropriated at the special Town meeting. Some provision. 
will have to be made to care for the surface water on this 
street, and also to grade the side-walk. This street also will 
need a coat of oil the present year. 


KENT BRIDGE 


This bridge gave out and was temporarily repaired by 
the Highway Surveyor. A new bridge will have to be built 
the coming year. 


The Town of Lexington has built a most excellent bridge 
at the Burlington and Lexington line on the Turnpike and in 
order to complete this work it seemed to them necessary to 
extend the work intothe Town of Burlington. Theyestimate 
that this extension cost $100 and ask us to reimburse them to 
that amount. 
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SURFACE DRAINAGE 


There is a widespread feeling among many of our citizens 
that not enough attention is given to surface drainage. It 
is a fact much of the material washes off our highway through 
this defect. “If the wateris allowedto make apassage through 
the centre of the street as is the case in many instances it 
must soon ruin the surface. 


We suggest that the salary of the Tax Collector be paid 
from the appropriation for Town Officers. We are appro- 
priating $831 per year when it costs $1031 or more. This is 
misleading. 


We are spending quite large amounts on our highways and 
the money should be so concentrated that the best results 
may be obtained. It would seem under the present system 
we are not getting bést results. We think that this depart- 
ment shouldbe placed in charge oftheSelectmen. ‘To do this 
it would necessitate the abolishment of the office of Highway 
Surveyor.

The Library being in need of a new catalog, it was decided 
to make a change and adopt a new system of cataloging. The 
Massachusetts Public Library Commission agreed to send its 
agent for a week and two assistants for two weeks to direct 
and carry on the work, at no expense to the Town for their 
services. They also among other supplies, gave two new filing 
cases for the card index. After withdrawing some fifteen 
hundred dilapidated and useless books, those remaining were 
classified and renumbered. The townspeople were very 
liberal with their assistance and greatly facilitated the com- 
pletion of the work.

Report of Cemetery Commissioners. 


To the Citizens of Burlington: 


It is with deep sorrow that we record the passing away of 
Mr. Hugh Stewart,a faithfuland valued member of this Board. 
Hisgenial way and kindly greetings were an inspiration to us 
all. He had the happy faculty of smoothing out the rough 
places incident to human lives, and we can truly say that 
a good man has gone hence, and our Town is richer in all 
things by his having been counted among its citizens. 


At a meeting of the Selectmen and the remaining members 
of the Cemetery Commissioners, Mr. James McLaughlin 
was elected to fill the vacancy on this Board until the annual 
meeting, March 3, 1913. 


Maintainance and Improvements 


The work of the commissioners must necessarily cover 
‘these two problems. First, maintain what has already been 
‘improved. Second, improve, so that the improvements may 
be maintained at the least possible cost. If we are to anti- 
cipate the future, it would seem that the time has arrived when 
we should make some permanent improvements. We believe 
all lots should be graded and put in good condition before 
being sold and the expense added to the price charged for the 
lot. Beforea lot passes out of the hands of the Town itshould 
be in such condition that it will not be a mar on the beauty 
of the Cemetery or an eyesore to the great number of citizens 
who now see that their lots are carefully taken care of. It 
would therefore seem that a beginning should be made now, 
however small. 
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Surface Water 


At the time of heavy rain we have trouble with the sur- 
face water which flows overthe western slope. Apipe should 
be laid to carry the water underground. The concrete at the 
entrance is in bad condition and needs replacing. 


The Old Cemetery 


From a historical point of view this ancient spot is a 


valuable asset of the Town. Here lies buried the remains of 


the first ministers of the Town, Revolutionary soldiers and 
the hardy settlers whose latch string was always out to those 
who came in peace, but whose flintlocks were also ready for 
those who came with vicious intentions; and also Ruth Wilson,, 
who gave $600 for the benefit of this cemetery. 

There is considerable work which can be done in the way’ 


of improving the surroundings of this spot. The wall on Bed-- 


ford street needs repairing, but before this is done the wall 
where it projects into the highway at the northeast corner 
should be straightened. If this is done the appropriation of 
last year, unexpended, with the interest of the Winn fund would. 
be sufficient for present needs.

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Report of Moth Department. 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


Gentlemen: 


I herewith submit my report of the Moth Department 
of the Town of Burlington, together with the conditions as 
Ifindthem. The disease that I planted to kill both the Gypsy | 
and Brown Tail moths has been a-great success. 

The Brown Tails have greatly diminished. In some 
places they are almost extinct. 

The Wilt. disease planted for the Gypsy Moth has done 
its work well. Had I had enough planting to have gone over 
the woodland as thick again, the result would have been much 
better. However, the percentage of Gypsy Moth nests this 
winter is less than for the last five years. 

The town should have a power sprayer of its own, then 
the Superintendent wouldn’t be- limited to a few days, and 
have to rush over all the roadsides in a week or a little more. 
With a sprayer at his command any time, he could do the 
spraying better and would have time to spray for the Elm 
Leaf Beetle. 

The Tent Caterpillerhas done more damage to the apple 
trees in the Town the past season than either the Gypsy or 
Brown Tail Moth. And there are more egg clusters on the 
trees this winter than I have ever seen, since I have been 
Local Superintendent. 

The San Jose scale has made its appearance in a number 
of orchards in Town, which is one of the worst pests that I 
think we have, it being so small, that one won’t know that, 


ey 


they have them until the trees begin to die. The best way 
that I know of to deal with the scale, is to cut out all dead 
limbsand limbs that are infested and burn them. Spray when 
the tree is dormant with a solution of Lime Sulphor, one part 
to 10 or 12 parts water, being sure to get all the tree twigs 
limb and trunk wet.

Playground 

The land for the playground has been purchased, fenced 
and graded. We have exceeded the appropriation somewhat. 
Thisexcess was caused by two distinct things—First, when we 
began to excavate the wall east of the school lot we found 
that the first builder had trenched and filled. Itwasnecessary 
to excavate these rocks and team them away. Mr. E. A. 
Bennett kindly permitted us to dump on his land on Sears 
street for which we are very grateful. 

The grubbing out of the brush was another expense 
larger than we thought of and we were obliged to procure 
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loam to grade with, which went to make up the grand total. 
This improvement is money well spent not only for the benefit 
of the children but also to the surrounding property. 

The School building has received necessary repairs and 
is in good condition inside. Painting the exterior and shingling 
the roof will be the next matter to receive attention. 

The subject of transportation is to be considered in 
the near future. At present the North,South and East parts 
of the Town are taken care of, but the West part has a number 
of children which are rather small to walk to school.

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Superintendent's Report. 


To the Burlington School Committee: 


I herewith submit for your consideration this, the twenty- 
first in the series of reports by the Superintendent of Schools 
for this town. 

The year just closed has been one of steady progress. 
The town has been fortunate in retaining in its service the 
supervisors and teachers whose skill and effectiveness it has 
learned through experience. A report sent me from the 
Principal of the Woburn High School stated that he had looked 
up carefully and found that all the pupils from Burlington 
now in his school were doing good work. This speaks well for 
their preparation in subject matter and also for their charac- 
ter and habits of work. Reports from those who are attending 
the Industrial School at Lowell are also encouraging. 

The boys who have had the opportunity of doing ir- 
regularly a little work in manual training have improved very 
much both in point of interest and in the quality of this work. 
A few more benches and tools would greatly extend the 
benefits of this work, and would be valuable as a means of 
ascertaining which boys could profitably pursue work in the 
industrial school at the close of their grammar school course. 

The music reader in use in the schools has been changed. 
during the year. There were two reasons for this change, viz. 
the series in use was deficient in songs for use in the lower 
grades. It also lacked a sufficient number of songs and exer- 
cises to provide variety where there were three grades in each. 
room as in our schools. The series adopted meets both these: 
needs and is an improvement upon the former series in other 
respects. 

The textbook in United States history in grade seven was 
also changed. Those in use were worn until unfit for use.

In replacing them it seemed better to adopt a text which 
‘gave less attention to the wars that have formed a part of our 
history and give more attention to the social, economic and 
constitutional development and _ progress. 

- A set of weights and measures have been added to the 
equipment for illustrative purposes. They will be used to give 
the pupils clearer ideas of the meaning of the terms employed 
in weighing and measuring. They will also be used in exer- 
‘cises in buying, selling and making change. which will be 
used to make interesting the work innumbers and arithmetic. 


Industrial Education 


Section 7 of Chapter 505 of the Acts of 1906 provides as 
follows: Any resident of any city or town in Massachusetts 
which does not maintain an approved independent industrial, 
agricultural or household arts school, offering the type -of 
training which he desires, may make application for admis- ' 
sion to such a school maintained in another city or town. 
The board of education, whose decision shall be final, may ap- 
prove or disapprove such application. In making such a de- 
cision the board of education shall take into consideration the 
opportunities for free vocational training in the community 
in which the applicant resides; the financial status of the com- 
munity; the age, sex, preparation, aptitude and previous 
record of the applicant, and all other relevant circumstances. 
2. The city or town in which the person resides who has been 
admitted as above provided to an approved independent in- 
dustrial, agricultural or household arts school, maintained by 
another city or town, shall pay such tuition fee as may be 
fixed by the board of education; and the Commonwealth shall 
reimburse such city or town, as provided for in this act. If 
any city or town neglects or refuses to pay for such tuition, 
it shall be lable therefor in an action of contract to the city 
or town, or cities and towns maintaining the school which the 
pupil, with the approval of the said board, attended.

This act passed in 1906 makes generous provision for the 
industrial education of any citizen of the state who can satisfy 
the state board of education that he is qualified to make 
good use of such opportunity at the joint expense of the 
‘town and state as provided by paragraph 3 of Section 9 of 
‘this act. This reads as follows: “Cities and towns that have 
‘paid claims for tuition in approved local or district indepen- 
dent vocational schools, shall be reimbursed by the Com- 
‘monwealth to the extent of half the sums expended by 
such cities or towns in payment of such claims.”’ 

Up to a year ago in September, no resident of this town 
had made use of the liberal provisions of this act. One then 
“was approved by the state board as a student in the Boston 
Independent Evening school. Owing to the long distance 
‘this workman was obliged to travel after the close of the 
evening school, he was not able to continue his work in even- 
‘ing school very long. 

The present year two former pupils of the Burlington 
‘schools made application for admission to the Industrial 
school under the provisions of this act and are still in attend- 
ance there. 

In framing this act, it was left to the town to determine by 
‘what agency it would make provision for attending to the 
duties devolving upon it in consequence of the passage of 
‘this act. This town has, thus far, taken no action in respect 
‘to this matter. As the determination of who may and who 
may not attend such schools under the provisions of the act, 
rests entirely with the state board of education, the duties 
of whatever agent the town may decide can best attend to 
‘this matter, are not at all onerous. In general, such as they 
are, viz.: answering such questions asthe state board may wish 
‘to ask in respect to age, sex, preparation and previousrecord, 
aptitude, ete., the school committee can more readily secure 
information than any other agent. 

The matter of looking after the length of time during 
which attendance at such school lasts, the regularity of 
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such attendance and the success or non-success of the persom 
attending are all matters of a nature the school officials are 
accustomed to care for. 

Some action should be taken by the town at the coming 
town meeting to determine whose business it shall be to at- 
tend to this work and appropriation made to provide for the 
payment. of the obligation, in the way of tuition incurred. 

The action taken by the town last year in purchasing ad- 
ditional land for playground purposes has proved beneficial 
to the school. A small appropriation to provide playground 
apparatus would give abundant returns in the way of better 
physical development. Some apparatus can be made by the 
boys of the upper classes if materials with which to construct 
it are furnished. 

A fire alarm gong has been placed in the corridor. It is 
sufficiently large to be readily heard throughout the building.. 
A set of signals has been devised whereby the pupil may know, ~ 
before starting, by which door and stairway he is to leave the 
building. Regular practice in going out in response to fire 
signals will be given at sufficiently frequent intervals as to 
insure a safe and speedy exit to all in case of accident. The 
danger from fire in a building with four doors opening outward 
and two stairways, is not great in any case, but inasmuch as 
it is always the unexpected that happens, it is well to be. pre- 
pared. A small chemical extinguisher on each floor might be 
the means of saving the building and should be provided. 

In the matter of convenient and hygenic drinking foun-- 
tains the school is not well provided. For some time after 
the passage of the law requiring the abolition of the common 
drinking cup, there was little in the way of suitable appara- 
tus that could be provided except such as required a considera-- 
ble supply of water under pressure. Now, however, there is 
an abundance of simple arrangements of tank and bubbling 
fountain with provision for cleanliness and cooling at prices 
that make them available for even the small school. 

A law forbidding the use of a common towel in schools 
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or other public buildings was a wise provision against what 
was neither hygienic or cleanly but often inconvenient. 
Many of the parents have supplied their children with in- 
dividual towels. The paper towels first placed upon the market 
were ratherunsatisfactory. Shortly, however, those of abetter 
quality came upon the market and are being used quite largely 
in the school, as they promote cleanliness and are compara- 
tively inexpensive. I think it would be well to supply them 
for the use of those who are not provided with towels. 

During the year a change has been made in the methods 
of keeping the accounts of the expenditures by the Committee 
for the town. In the past the methods and forms of accounting 
have been of about as many kinds as there are towns. This 
wide variety has existed not only in our state but almost to 
an equal extent in the different cities and towns in the forty- 
eight states that make up the Union. This has made com- 
parison of costs, ete., practically impossible. Theformadoptedis 
one which is hoped will be generally accepted throughout. 
the state and generally by the different states. The forms 
used by the smaller towns are of course not so complex as 
those used by the large cities but the general classification is 
the same, though so great diversification is not attempted. 

That the reports made to the town may be clear to the 
citizens a short statement of the items included under each 
heading will be given. 

Under General Expenses. The expenses of the Committee 
for taking the census, the salary of the Superintendent, the 
expense incurred for a truant officer, postage, printing of 
forms for school records, ete., will be included. The next 
heading is Expenses of Instruction. This includes the sums 
paid as the salaries and expenses of the Supervisors of Music 
and Drawing. The salaries of the principal and associate 
teachers, and the expenditure for all textbooks and supplies 
of every kind such as paper, pencils, pens, ink, crayon, eras- 
ers, etc. and the express charges upon them. 

The next heading, Operating Expenses, includes the 
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salary of the janitor and the cost of his supplies; the expense 
for coal, wood, light, ete. 

The next account is headed, Maintenance, and under it 
are placed the expense of keeping the building appurtenances, 
furniture, ete.,in repair also any expense incurred in replacing 
worn-out furniture, apparatus or whatnot. Following this, 
is the heading, Auxiliary Agencies. This includes the amounts 
expended for transportation of pupils, by car or barge, medi- 

cal inspection, books for reference, etc. 

The next account is Miscellaneous expenses, including the 
items formerly reported as sundries or incidentals. The 
larger and closer classification reduces the amounts included 
under this head. Graduation expenses, the engraving and 
engrossing of diplomas and other small items not properly 
included elsewhere are placed here. 

The next and last heading is called Outlay and includes 
all expense for new buildings, grounds, or equipment. 

The standard or uniform system provides for the footing, 
up of the total expenses for each month. The total of twelve 
monthly footings gives the expense incurred for a year. 

While March or April are the months in which the Town 
meetings are generally held the cities are not so uniform as to 
the time of their annual election and accountings. The 
financial year of the towns is unfortunately not so nearly uni- 
form as the time of the town meeting. Many close their 
accounts with the civil, year December 31. Some on Jan. 31, 
others with the old. Financial year, March 1st. This has 
made it impossible for the state Board of Education to get its 
reports from the towns before May first. This date was so 
late that the material gathered by them could not be gotten 
into shape for report to the legislature that year. The school 
year reported upon in April was of necessity that which ended 
the June preceding. The materials gathered too late for re- 
porting to the legislature of the then current year had to be 
held over to the meeting of the next legislature the year 
following. In the meantime another school year has ended 
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and some four months of the next one gone by before the 
_ matters reported upon have reached the legislators. As some 
time was required for printing the reports made to the legis- 
lature it was well on in the third year before the matters re- 
ported upon reached the Committees and Superintendents 
in summarized form. 

By the new methods of accounting the Committee and 
Superintendents are able to make up the reports immediately 
after the closing of the schools in June and in consequence the 
State Board of Education and the Commissioners are able to 
have their reports ready by the time the legislature meets. 
There is a further advantage in that the school year and the 
financial year reported upon are now the same and are uni-. 
form throughout the state. Under the former conditions the 
school year upon which statistics were given was that from 
September to June, while the statistics of financial matters 
were for a different year, January to December 31, or March to 
February 28th, as the custom of each town or city fixed it. 

Between the failure of these two sets of facts to coincide, 
and the long period elapsing between the gathering of the 
statistical items and the time of their publication of the sum- 
maries based upon them, their value was greatly lessened if 
not destroyed.

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Opinion of John W. Johnson, Esquire, 


In Regard to Locating a Town Hall on 


the Simond’s Park Property. 


Woburn, Mass. February 5, 1913. 


To the Selectmen of the Town of Burlington: 


Pursuant to your letter of October 22, 1912, I have made 
an examination of law in accordance with a vote of the Town 
Meeting, held June 21, 1912, “‘to ascertain whether or not the 
Town Hall can be built on the park.” By ‘‘the park’ I under- 
stand is meant Simonds Park, given to the town under the 
provisions of the will of the late Marshall Simonds. 

I have also considered the question, whether, if it were 
so built, it could be let for lectures, entertainments or other 
purposes for which the town might charge a rental, or for 
which an admission fee might be charged. 

When land is dedicated, conveyed or given by will to a 
municipality for park purposes, compliance must be made 
with the terms of the gift. For authority on this point ref- 
erence may be had to the following cases in the Massachusetts 
Supreme Court: 

In the case of Howe vs. City of Lowell, Vol. 171, Massa- 
chusetts Reports, Page 575, the facts were substantially as 
follows: Edward $8. Howe conveyed certain land to the City 
of Lowell on*the express condition that it should be forever 
used as ‘“‘a common, park, or boulevard, and for no other 
purpose;”’ the deed further provided that in case of failure 
of the city to perform the conditions, the conveyance should 
be null and void. The city was authorized by the legislature 
to take and hold lands by purchase or otherwise, for the pur- 

_’ pose of a water supply, and to erect works thereon; and ap- 
‘parently relying on this legislative authority, the city pro- 
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ceeded to erect upon the Howe land, deeded to it for park 
purposes, a wooden building about forty feet square, con- 
taining a steam pump,engine andboiler. Howe then brought 
an action against the city, claiming that the conditions of the 
deed were broken and that he had a right to recover the land. 
The Court held that such a building was insonsistent with the 
use of the land as a park. In speaking of the acts of the 
legislature which seemed to authorize such a building, the 
Chief Justice said that these statutes had no application to 
the present case, “‘because the question is whether the condi- 
tions contained in the deeds have been broken.” The Court 
found against the city, and decided that Howe was entitled 
to the land. ) 

The case of Higginson vs. Treasurer and School house 
commissioner of Boston, 212 Massachusetts 583, desided in 
1912, was in regard to the building of a school house on the 
Back Bay Fens. The Fens had been.taken by the City of 
Boston by right of eminent domain. The case, therefore, 
differed from the Lowell case, and the Court said that no 
question arose “respecting compliance with the terms of a 
gift, devise, grant or bequest, and considerations which would 
be decisive under such circumstances are aside from this 
discussion.”’ 

It appears from the City of Lowell case above cited, that 
authority from the legislature will not give the town the right 
to erect a town hall upon Simonds Park, if the erection of 
such a building is in violation of conditions imposed by the 
will of Marshall Simonds, or is inconsistent with the use of 
the lands as a park as provided by the testator. 

The first question to be decided, therefore, is whether the 
placing of a town hall on the Park is contrary to the terms ot 
the Simonds will. 

The will gives to the.town certain land “to be used as a 
publie park, under the provisions of Chapter 28 of the Re- 
vised Laws of Massachusetts........ ; provided” that the 
town shall accept said gift and ‘‘shall also vote to include in 
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said park its lot of land on which stood the town hall which 
was burned.” In case the town accepts the gift and includes: 
the town hall lot, he directs his executor to pay ‘‘a reasonable 
sum for the purchase of any land that the town may select on 
which to build a new town hall.” 

From a literal reading of these clauses, it obviously may” 
be strongly urged, not only that Marshall Simonds did not 
contemplate the erection of a town hall upon the town hall 
lot, so-called, but intended to preclude the possibility of this 
being done, by attaching to his gift the conditions above 
recited. It must be conceded that a strong argument can be 
advanced for the support of this contention. 

Yet there is nothing in his will directly contrary to the. 
placing of such a building on the park. The will does say: 
that this town hall lot must be included in the park; it does 
not seem necessarily to follow that the town building may not 
be placed upon the park, after the park has once been laid 
out in accordance with the conditions imposed. To build a, 
town hall upon the park at the present time not only does not 
appear to be directly forbidden by the letter of the will, but 
also does not conflict with the intention which may well be 
supposed to have been in the testator’s mind. The old town 
hall lot stood between the street and some of the park land. 
The testator’s idea in asking the town to include this lot in 
the park was evidently a desire to make the proportions of 
the park more regular, and to cause the park to be more ac- 
cessible from the street. The inclusion of the town hall lot 
as a part of the Simonds Park made it certain that the Town 
would retain permanent control over this lot, for a town can-- 
not dispose of public park property to private owners, but 
holds the same in a perpetual trust for the common good of 
the community, Revised Laws, Chapter 28, Section 11. On 
the other hand, had its inclusion not been made a condition 
of the gift, the town would have continued to own the town 
hall lot in a proprietary way, just as an individual owns pro- 
perty, subject to no duty to retain possession for the use of

Clerk, Selectmen, Overseers of the Poor, Treasurer, Collector, 
Assessors, Cemetery Commissioners, Park Commissioners, 
Library Trustees, Tree Warden and Highway Surveyor. 
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Article 4.. To determine the amount of money the Town 
will raise and appropriate for the following purposes, namely: 
Schools and Superintendent, Transportation, Highways and 
Bridges, Removal of Snow, Incidentals, Library, Cemeteries, 
Salaries of the Town Officers and Street Lights.

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Report of the Selectmen 


To the Citizens of Burlington: 


The Selectmen herewith present their report for the past 
year. 3 


KENT BRIDGE 


Early in the year the Selectmen petitioned the County 
Commissioners for aid in building this bridge. The Commis- 
sioners assented and a hearing was held. After viewing the 
location with the Selectmen and engineer of the Commission, 
an estimate was given which was somewhat under the cost 
of construction. The Commissioners strongly recommended 
that the work be done by the day, as they thought that on 
account of the foundation a fair estimate could not be given. | 
The Selectmen assented to the advice of the Commissioners, 
and contracted .with Wm. H. Whittaker of Lexington to do 
the work. Mr. Whittaker has built a substantial bridge with 
stone abutments and cement cover, a firm iron railing has 
been placed and the approaches graded. The cost of this 
work done was $1785.25. The County will pay $600.00 and the 
trustees of Marshall Simond $1000.00, leaving a balance of 
$185.25 to be procured from other sources. 


SOUTH BEDFORD STREET 


This street is in an unfinished condition. The Selectmen 
petitioned the Mass. Highway Commissioners early in the year 
for aid in constructing this street, which was refused at the 
time. On further presentation of the facts by the Selectmen, 
the Commissioners reconsidered their previous intention and 
allotted $400.00. A contract was made with John A. Gaffey 
of Medford to do the work. No accurate report can be made 
until the work is completed. The Selectmen have had the 
street straightened on the west opposite the residence of the 
Graham Brothers and on the east north of the O’Brien stable. 
The Graham Brothers have given their land generously in the 
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widening of the street and we recommend that the Town 
reimburse them by deeding as much of the discarded land 
as can be done without injury to the Town. 


WINN STREET 


This street is showing the wear incident to heavy travel. 
We must bear in mind that it is money thrown away to build 
these expensive streets unless we propose to take care of 
them after construction. Careful consideration should be 
taken by the voters along this line.

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Report of the Superintendent

To the Burlington School Committee: 


Gentlemen: — I herewith present for your consideration 
this, the twenty-second in the series of annual reports by the 
Superintendent of Schools for this Town. 

The year just closed has been one of faithful, earnest 
work by the teachers and pupils and good results have been 
obtained. The illness and consequent absence of the teacher 
of the primary grades throughout more than half the year 
could not but result unfavorably upon the work of these 
grades. No substitute can at once take up the work and carry 
it on as successfully as the regular teacher; still less a succes- 
sion of substitutes. Fortunately, Miss Yorke was able to 
return to her classes in September and is trying hard to 
regain the standard of work ordinarily maintained in her 
room. 

Near the end of the year Miss Gertrude M. Heartz, who 
has for the past six years so successfully supervised the work 
in music, resigned her position to be married. The best 
wishes of all go with her to her new home. 

Mr. Henry L. Stone of Lexington, an enthusiastic and 
thoroughly trained musician, also an experienced supervisor, 
has been engaged to carry forward the work. Some changes 
may naturally be expected in respect to details of the work. 
“More short, simple songs with words will be introduced in 
the first and second grades. Since all of the teachers have 
had both good training and considerable experience in teaching 
the same grades they now have, it did not seem necessary 
that the Supervisor of Music should visit each one every week 
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in order to direct and inspect this work. Mr. Stone will give 
a half day each alternate week to this work. 


Under present day conditions many mothers find it 
impossible to find time to give to their daughters 
regular and systematic instruction in sewing. Other 
mothers were not so fortunate as to receive such in- 
structions themselves, and in consequence are not fitted 
to teach their daughters. Very few mothers have had any 
instruction in methods of teaching sewing. For these and other 
reasons it seems wise to introduce work in sewing into the 
schools. Miss Mary J. Wilson of Salem, Mass., who has had 
successful experience in this line of work and special training 
in Simmons College, has been engaged to take up this branch 
of school work. At present she is giving a half day each 
alternate week. It is desirable, however, that the lessons 
should be more frequent. How great the necessity for more 
frequent lessons will be, is dependent upon the amount of 
practice the pupils do in their homes. As soon as the several 
stitches have been learned, construction work on simple gar- 
ments will be taken up, also some lessons in cutting and 
fitting. At present the girls in grades five, six, seven, eight 
and nine are being instructed in this work. 


The boys of the ninth grade receive somewhat irregularly 
some instruction in the use of the hammer, saw, plane and 
chisel. They have done some very creditable work upon some 
of the school desks, plaining down and revarnishing the tops 
of those worn and scratched. A very serviceable map holder 
was planned and constructed, and the maps repaired and 
otherwise improved. At present they are engaged in putting 
up better means of caring for the hats, coats, rubbers and 
lunches of the pupils. 


The school equipment has been improved by the addition 
of a 12 inch meridian mounted globe and by a tillurian globe. 
The list of supplementary readers has received some sub- 
stantial additions during the year. 


A liquid soap urn and paper towels have been provided 
and will be a means of still further reducing the possible 
sources of contagion when zymotic diseases are prevalent. 
Some form of bubbling drinking fountain is desirable as a 
further hygienic measure. 
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Eight Years or Nine. 


Some years ago Burlington, along with the great majority 
of the towns in Eastern Massachusetts, adopted a nine years 
elementary course of study. Since that time changes have 
taken place in the courses of study in the secondary or high 
school which seem to render the extra or ninth year in the 
elementary course not only unnecessary, but undesirable. It 
may be well to recall some of the reasons that led to adding 
the ninth year and to show how these needs are now provided 
for in the high school. 


Among these was a desire on the part of many parents 
that their children should have the opportunity for the further 
study of arithmetic, not then taught in the high schools. 
Since that time a course in Commercial Arithmetic has been 
organized in nearly every high school, giving better oppor- 
tunities than the extra year in the grammar schools can offer. 
The offering of a course in Commercial Geography and also 
one in Physical Geography, or Physiography, by the high 
school provides amply for any further geography desired. 


The study of English, once studied in the high school 
incidentally or as English Literature in the later years, is now 
given a full four years of carefully planned study. One might 
go on with further consideration of these changes, but enough 
has been said to show that marked changes have taken place. 


In considering the matter there are special reasons why 
Burlington in particular should discontinue the ninth year. 
At the present time we have three grades in each room. In 
the primary grades, fifteen to twenty minutes is quite sufficient 
length for a recitation period, and by careful arrangement 
a fair length of period can be given to the subjects for each 
grade. In the grammar grades where the length of the recita- 
tion period should be from twenty-five to thirty-five minutes 
in order to accomplish the best work, it is impossible to ar- 
range a program which will provide anything like this length of 
period and provide for daily recitations in each subject. Each 
year for the past two or three years one or more of the pupils 
has passed to the high school with only eight years’ study 
and have done equally good work with those who had spent 
nine years in preparation. It must be admitted these were the 
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stronger students of their elasses. If, however, we could give 
longer recitation periods in the seventh and eighth grades, 
most of the eighth grade pupils could pass at once to high 
school work, and those needing further work through weak 
scholarship could review the work with the incoming eighth 
grade and be well prepared for high school work by the end 
of the year. 


Woburn has tried the plan of passing many of its students 
into the high school at the end of the eighth year and has found 
them generally able to do the work there satisfactorily. 


It would seem to me wise to plan to make this change 
at the end of the present school year. 


Burlington was wise in the selection of a site for its 
school building. Now that sufficient land has been purchased 
so that all the children can play without using the land in 
front of the building for play, there seems no good reason 
why the ground in front of the building should not be 
beautified by the planting of shrubs and by reserving a part 
of it for greensward or lawn. The expense would be very’ 
slight and the improved grounds would be a silent but effective 
influence upon all the children, developing and refining their 
tastes.

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SCHOOL STATISTICS 


The School Census taken in September as required by law, 
shows the whole number of children residing the town be- 
tween the ages of 5 and 15 to be 108. Of these 60 are girls 
and 48 boys. This shows an increase of 17 during the year.

The total enrollment is larger than last year and has 
been especially large in rooms one and three. The 
numbers going out in June will relieve the over- 
crowding in the upper room for the present year. 
The larger number going forward the following year will prob- 
ably produce an over-crowding again in the upper room, and 
make it necessary to use the other down stairs room for the 
upper grades. It has been difficult to keep the air reasonably 
pure with the number so large in room three. 


For convenience in supervising the pupils in the corridors 
and on the grounds, the principal should occupy a room upon 
the ground floor. The number attending High school has in- 
creased by three during the year. Two are attending the In- 
dustrial school at Lowell. 


In concluding I wish to express my appreciation of the 
steady and cordial support given me by the committee and of 
the heart co-operation and faithful work of the supervisors 
and teachers.

(Attorney Johnson’s letter is below.) 

March 9, 1914. 
Board of Selectmen, Burlington, Mass. 

Gentlemen :— We beg to report in the matter of seeking 
to ascertain whether or not a Town Hall can be built on the 
Park. 

After an examination of law in reference to the matter 
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we brought in the Supreme Court for the County of Middlesex 
a petition for construction of the will of the late Marshall 
Simonds. It appeared that the Attorney General of the 
Commonwealth had a right to be heard in the matter on behalf 
of the public, and accordingly he was notified of the pro- 
ceeding. 

A representative of this office had several consultations 
with him in regard to the matter, but he never filed any 
answer in the case although he repeatedly promised to do so. 

The matter went along in this way until last fall, when on 
account of the election of a new Attorney General, it seemed 
unwise to bring the matter before the court until the new 
incumbent, Thomas J. Boynton, Esq., had an opportunity to 
consider the matter. 

We had a conference with him shortly after his election and 
he promised that upon taking office he would file an answer 
in the matter right away. The last time we examined the 
records, however, he had not done so, and he has not since 
notified us of his doing so. 


The Supreme Court next sits on the third Tuesday of April 
at Lowell, and it is our intention to bring the matter before 
the-Court at that time, whether or not the Attorney General 
files an answer. 


If the Supreme Court decides that the Town has the 
right to place the Town Hall on the Park land, it will still be 
necessary to obtain permission from the Legislature before 
the building can be erected. With this in mind we drafted 
and presented to the legislature a petition and bill for this 
purpose. When the matter came up in committee, it had not 
been possible to obtain the decision of the Supreme Court. 

Accordingly the proper course seemed to be to ask to have 
the matter referred to the next General Court, and this the 
Chairman of the Committee stated would be done. If the 
Supreme Court favors such a use of the Park, the matter 
can be brought before the next legislature if the Town so 
desires.

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Five Thousand Dollars ($5,000) to be added to the Fifteen 
Thousand Dollars ($15,000) appropriated by the Town and to 
be used, under the direction of the Town Hall Committee, for 
the erection of the Town Hall, and a further sum of money 
from said Trustees, equal to the total expense to the Town 
of acquiring the land on Bedford Street conveyed by Catherine 
Rogan to the Town, and will include said Rogan land in and 
make it a part of Simonds Park, and will accept said Rogan 
land for this purpose in accordance with the will of Marshall 
Simonds and the Statutes of this Commonwealth relating to 
Public Parks. 25 in favor and none opposed. 


Article 4. Voted that the Moderator appoint a Committee 
of five (5) citizens with power to fill vacancies, to be known 
as the “Civic and Development Committee” who shall in- 
vestigate and report to the Town from time to time any 
matters of public interest which they may deem important. 
18 in favor and none opposed. 


Voted that the Moderator be allowed one month in which 
to appoint the Committee, and at the end of one month 
to report his choice to the Selectmen.

The Selectmen herewith present their report for the year 
nineteen hundred and fourteen. 


The repairs on South Bedford Street have been com- 
pleted and a detailed statement of the expense will be found 
in the financial report. We strongly recommend that some 
action be taken by the Town at the annual meeting along the 
line of preserving our macadam roads. Macadam roads are 
expensive propositions and are well worth the cost, but must 
be taken care of after they are built. A small outlay each year 
is much more economical than to let them go until large 
expenditures are needed. 


WINN STREET. 


This street has been repaired the past year and a coat 
of Tarvia applied under the supervision of the Mass. Highway 
Commission, they assuming half of the expense. Another coat 
of Tarvia the coming year would be beneficial. 

We recommend that a small appropriation be made this 
year for the Selectmen to use in curbing lawlessness in the 
Town. The past year much good work has been done along 
this line and a number of persons have been brought before the 
Court and fined. This has served to make the Town a better 
place to dwell in and given those who think our patience is 
inexhaustible a lesson they will not soon forget.

School Committee. 
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Report of the Superintendent 
of Schools 


To the Burlington School Committee: 


I herewith present for your consideration this, my fifth 
annual report, and the twenty-fourth in the series of annual 
reports to the Town. 

The Town has been fortunate in retaining its excellent 
corps of regular teachers. 

Before the last report reached the hands of the citizens 
Miss Mary J. Wilson, who had but a few months before been 
elected instructor in sewing, was called upon to undergo a 
critical surgical operation which resulted fatally. Miss Wilson 
was a woman of fine character and a skilful teacher. In the 
short time she had been at work she had won the confidence 
and esteem of her classes and laid a good foundation upon 
which another must build. 

Miss Bernice E. Newhall of Newton, Mass., who had 
also received her training for this work at Simmons College, 
was engaged to continue the work. Coming from the same 
school the plans and methods of the two teachers were similar, 
so the work has gone on without any serious break. 

The girls in the older classes soon mastered the various 
stitches, etc., and were ready to begin upon work in the con- 
struction of useful garments. It was soon found that but little 
could be accomplished if all the sewing must be done by hand, 
since one or two garments would require all the time of the class 
for a year. Furthermore, as but little of the sewing is now 
done by hand, except where time is abundant and something 
especially fine is wanted, it seems best that each girl should 
learn to operate a sewing machine, both as a means of learning 
to construct by actually making a considerable number of 
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garments and to facilitate the work of this kind to be done 
later in life or from this time forward. A new machine was 
purchased during the fall term and all the older pupils in the 
class are learning to operate it. 

Some irregular work in manual training is given the older 
boys. They have put up a teeter board upon the playground, 
also a swing, digging the post holes and setting the posts. 
They are also continuing the work of providing better facilities 
for caring for the hats, coats, rubbers, lunches, etc., of the 
school. The class last year completed this work on the second 
floor so far as construction, but did not have time to shellac 
and varnish the work done. The present class are at work 
upon similar divisions for those on the first floor. They have 
also made some bread boards, shelves, ink stands, etc. 


INCREASED ACCOMMODATIONS. 


There has been a steady increase in numbers throughout 
the year. By the middle of the year the first room was 
full and the third room crowded so that there was neither 
floor space, seating accommodations, or sufficient air to provide 
properly for the number regularly in attendance, and both 
pupils and work suffered in consequence. 

Soon after the opening of the schools in September it 
was found absolutely essential that another room should be 
opened and an additional teacher secured. As the desks of 
the larger and older pupils require more space and 
as these pupils require more air per pupil and 
for the further reason that it is desirable that the principal 
of the school should be upon the ground floor, it seemed 
best to re-arrange the rooms. The room which has for some 
years been used for municipal purposes was fitted up for 
the use of grades VII, VIII and IX. The room formerly 
occupied by these grades was fitted up for the use of grades 
III and IV, and Miss Linda C. Smith, a skilful and experienced 
teacher, was placed in charge of the classes and is doing 
very satisfactory work with them. In order to equalize more 
nearly the numbers in the several rooms, some six of the older 
and stronger pupils of grade II were also brought to this 
room. Some of these will be able to work into grade III 
before the end of the year.

As arranged now there are, speaking generally, two grades 
in each room. The average number in each room is about 30 
pupils. By having some seats and desks, stored in the attic, re- 
finished, and re-arranging others, the Committee was able to 
provide seats and desks fairly well adapted to the size and age 
of all the pupils at comparatively slight expense. Some ad- 
justable irons should be placed upon more of the desks and 
chairs for the better accommodation of pupils above or below 
the normal size in each of the rooms. 


The King Geographies having been in use seven years or 
more, had become so worn as to be unfit for further service. 
These have been replaced by the revised edition of the Tarr 
and McMurry Geography. This latter is a four book series 
and is in form more convenient to handle. The text is much 
fuller than that of the old series in use, maps are more 
numerous and varied. They are well illustrated. 


Some further additions have been made to the list of 
supplementary readers. Now that there are but two grades 
in each room instead of three, more time can be given to 
this important subject. 


Some of the wall maps are old and much worn, but 
the present is an inopportune time to replace them since it 
is not unlikely that there may be some important changes on 
those of one or more of the continents about the time the 
present European war closes. 


The course in reading has been much improved by the 
introduction of books of proved literary merit as supple- 
mentary readers. Some of these are standard works of their 
class, as Swift’s Gulliver’s Travels, DeFoe’s Robinson Crusoe, 
Scott’s Talisman, etc. Others are children’s classics whose 
authors are less well known, but whose works are a source 
of much enjoyment to the children. 


In all of the work of the schools in which a text book 
of any kind is used, there is a very marked difference in the 
quality of the work done by the children who come from 
homes where books are abundant and everybody reads and 
those who come from homes where little if any reading is 
done and the formation of the reading habit receives little 
encouragement. With the present length of school days and 
the number of subjects which must receive daily attention, 
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it is quite impossible to do much in reading beyond training 
in expression and the acquisition of a fair knowledge of the 
pronunciation and meaning of words. Reading for informa- 
tion, beyond the work done in the text books of Geography and 
History, must be done in the homes. So, also, with most of 
the reading which must be done by all who would ever attain 
a fair acquaintance with the standard authors of English 
and American literature. 


MORAL TRAINING. 


There has long been considerable criticism of the public 
schools on the ground that they do not give sufficient attention 
to moral training. The reply has generally been that the 
teacher teaches morals more by what he or she is and does 
than either can possibly do by regular set lessons in morals. 
It has been urged further that moral instruction is best given 
incidentally. The faet still remains that there is an over- 
abundance of evidence that too many grow up either without 
clear moral perceptions, or lack either the purpose or the will 
to square their practice with their moral code. 


Under these circumstances it is well for those engaged 
in educational work to consider the ground for their present 
procedure carefully, also whether there is anything which the 
school may do to improve upon the present results. In doing 
this many have reached the conclusion that the force and 
example of the teacher will not be lessened if he or she should 
do with some systematic planning that which is now done, as 
one might say, by haphazard or incidentally. It is also urged 
that what is wanted is not systematic lessons in morals so much 
as training in moral actions. Not infrequently it comes out 
that those who say that moral instruction is best taught 
incidentally have not expressed their thought clearly. What 
they really mean is that the child is incapable of considering 
a theory of morals and can only judge when the case in 
point is put before him concretely as a specific act or case 
which is undoubtedly sound pedagogy. 

For the best results it is not necessary at all that the 
action under consideration be that of one of the members of 
the school or class. Indeed, the judgment is much less liable 
to. be biased if the personal element does not enter into the 
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consideration of the matter. The concrete example, then, is 
better taken from a story, read or told them, than from an 
incident in school or class experience and the desirability 
or necessity of acting in accordance with the conclusion 
reached may be as strongly urged upon the individual in the 
one case as in the other. Such being the case there is no 
good reason why such a series of stories or incidents should 
not be so arranged as to secure a well ordered presentation 
of the topics to be considered in a well graded course of moral 
instruction without the use of any text book on moral instruc- 
tion or the introduction of another subject into the course of 
studies. It cannot be harmful to do with sufficient system 
to make sure that all topics are considered and each introduced 
at the best time, what we are doing in a manner so irregular 
and unsystematic that for aught we know one topic may 
be harped upon ad nauseum because a school virtue is involved, 
while another of equal or higher importance fails of con- 
sideration because its presence or absence does not strongly 
affect school life. 


The Superintendent would like very much to see a Parent 
Teachers’ Association formed to promote a more thorough | 
co-operation between the home and the school. Both are 
working earnestly for the education of the same children. 
That the highest efficiency may be reached by each, they 
must each profit by the other’s knowledge, experience and aid. 

Some form of School Savings should be instituted as a 
means of teaching thrift. The statutes of the Commonwealth 
require that this subject should be taught in the schools, and 


this is found to be a most practical way of reaching the 
desired result. 


In the matter of facilities for washing and for drinking 


there is great need for more adequate provisions. The increas- 
ing numbers serve to emphasize the need. 


THE SCHOOL CENSUS. 


Changes in the compulsory attendance law made necessary 
a census that should include the names of all children between 
the ages of 5 and 16 years. The state has provided a card 
system for the convenience of the census taker and also as 
a means of keeping fuller and more accurate records. These 
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have added greatly to the amount of work required of the 
enumerator. 


The results in tabular form are as follows: 
Between 5 and 7 years of age, girls 18, boys 20, total 33 
Between 7 and 14 years of age, girls 45, boys 44, total 89 
Between 14 and 16 years of age, girls 10, boys 10, total 20

Totals 5 and 16 years of age, girls 68, boys 74, total 142 


The census of last year included only those between 
5 and 15, and was 108 in all. The results of the two cannot 
properly be compared, since the number of years included 
is different. It shows, however, an increase of 34 in the num- 
ber required by law to attend school unless they have secured 
an educational certificate allowing them to be engaged in work 
at home or elsewhere. 

A comparison of the statistical tables may be of interest 
as it brings out clearly the growth during the year. The 
whole number of different pupils who were enrolled during 
the school year which ended in June, 1914, was 110. The 
number enrolled during the remaining four months was 116.

to the School Commiitee of Burlington, Massachusetis: 


At the beginning of the school year pupils to the number 
of 116 were examined and the following noted: 

There were ten without a positive vaccination scar, three 
of whom were in the first grade; two were reported for 
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adenoids, and six were reported for enlarged tonsils with 
adenoids. 

There were a very large number of children whose teeth 
were in poor condition and there were thirty-seven who had at 
least three badly decayed teeth. In addition, there were a 
number of these who had considerable deformity of the jaws 
resulting from irregularity of the teeth. 

I consider that the condition of the teeth of the children 
is fully as bad as in any previous year in which I have 
examined the children. There was no evidence of any con- 
tagious diseases in the school.

The Highway Surveyor makes the following report. 


The general work of the Highway Department has not 
varied from the previous year. With the appropriation that 
the Town makes for highways and bridges it is not possible 
to enter into any extended work. Necessary repairs to keep 
the streets safe and passable is all that can reasonably be 
expected. 


There are many places that are dangerous at the present 
time and should have guard rails placed. Accidents may 
readily occur from this neglect and the Town suffer by having 
damage suits on its hands. 


There will be a small deficit in the Highway account at 
the close of the year. This was caused by a bridge which, 
owing to the automobile travel, gave out after the highway 
work ceased and the general appropriation expended. 

Mrs. John Cummings has presented the Town with 
numerous loads of material for the roads and is entitled to 
our thanks for the same.

Report of the Town Hall 
Committee 


To the Citizens of Burlington— 


The Town Hall Committee wish to submit the following 
report. Ata town meeting held June 1, 1914, the Town voted 
that the Town build a Town Hall not to exceed in cost 
$15,000, including building and the purchase of land. The 
tate of interest not to exceed 4 1-2 per cent. The following 
Committee was appointed by the Town: E. D. Bennett, James 
McLaughlin, D. E. Barnum, Hugh McCafferty and Horace B. 
Skelton. The Committee met and was organized with E. D. 
Bennett as Chairman and D. E. Barnum as Clerk. The Com- 
mittee purchased from Mrs. Catherine Rogan a location for ' 
the Hall and a deed was drawn in favor of the Town and the 
land paid for, the price being $570.80. An architect was hired 
to draw plans and specifications for a building not to exceed 
$15,000 and bids were asked for the construction of the same. 
The bids were received and opened Sept. 5, 1914, and all were 
above $15,000 and were rejected. Ata special Town Meeting 
held Nov. 9, 1914, the Town voted to include the Rogan lot in 
the Simonds Park and to accept from the Simonds trustees a 
sum of $5,000, to be used with the $15,000 for a Town Hall 
and to pay all expense on the Rogan lot. ‘The Committee met 
at the Stevenson place and voted to accept a part of the same 
for a location for the Town Hall. And this Committee would 
recommend to the Town that they make some provision for the 
moving of the building on the Stevenson place to a location 
near the Blodgette property and to use the land for a Town 
Hall location.

Report of the Civic and Devel- 
opment Committee 


Monthly meetings have been held and not only the develop- 
ment of Burlington has been discussed but the ways and means 
that are necessary to enable such development. 


It is not so difficult a matter to make plans for numerous 
improvements as it is to provide the necessary funds; neverthe- 
less we feel that the plans should be made and carefully pre- 
served so that whatever money can be spared for this work each 
year will be expended not only to accomplish the particular 
thing in hand but fit into the whole plan. 


Burlington is to have a new Town Hall and it will be one 
in which we can take pride. The setting or location of this 
building is very important. 

The Trustees of the Simonds Estate offered to donate a 
plot of ground considered more desirable than that originally 
purchased for the Town Hall, and further are willing to have 
the present store buildings moved to the proposed site if desired 
and thereby permit the erection of the Town Hall on the prop- 
erty now occupied by the store buildings. 


To obtain more expert opinion on this subject and also the 
development of the Civic center of the town, we arranged a 
visit by Mr. P. H. Elwood of the Extension Service of the 
Massachusetts Agricultural College. 


Mr. Elwood, before leaving us, said he was very enthusi- 
astic over Burlington’s possibilities. Its location, height, and 
the natural beauty of the country make it an ideal home site. 
Some of us have felt the town isolated and therefore handi- 
capped because we have no railroad; Mr. Elwood considered 
this a distinct advantage. It means no factories, poor trans- 
portation facilities, and a few other disadvantages, but it also 
means a smaller percentage of foreigners, less smoke, dirt, and 
noise, and a more desirable home place. 
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Mr. Elwood was particularly enthusiastic over the possi- 
bilities of a future Common bounded by Center and Bedford 
Streets and the State Road. He believes the natural advantages: 
assisted by the town’s efforts towards development will attract 
many desirable residence seekers and also increase materially 
not only the surrounding property values but those farther from 
the center as well. Since we cannot have factories to increase 
the population and thereby the town’s revenue, it must be in- 
creased in other ways. We must make others see that Burling- 
ton is a desirable place in which to live. 


The Massachusetts Agricultural College are preparing a 
plan for the Civic Center, or Common, for the Town’s ap- 
proval. Changes may be suggested and made but eventually we 
should have a definite, settled plan and then each year endeavor 
to accomplish some part of it. 


One of the first things we feel should be done is to adver- 
tise the Town; let people know who we are and where we are. 
A stranger may go through Burlingtonover any road, via trolley, 
automobile, or shank’s mare and not know it. We should ask 
the Boston and Northern to paint the name on the stations and © 
keep these stations in better repair. At some favorable place 
on the main roads entering the town a neatly painted sign 
should give the town name and state briefly that information 
regarding home sites or farms can be had of the Town Clerk. 
We can then file with the Town Clerk a list of such property as 
we may wish to sell. This will bring the prospective buyer 
direct to the property owner and without cost to either. 


A very considerable improvement can be made in certain 
directions by a little co-operation and less money. The grounds 
of our public buildings could be made more attractive. Except 
for the roadside trees, our schoolhouse grounds have only one 
tree visible from the road. The driveway could be lined with a 
hedge. Shrubs in the corners each side of the entrance would 
be a big improvement. The scholars, guided by the teachers, 
could do these things and as most of the shrubs, etc., could be 
found in the woods or donated, there would be practically no 
expense. 


Some improvement along the same lines could be made on 
our church grounds. A bank of shrubs and perhaps a simple 
flower garden would make quite a difference ; and we think this

need cost the town little more than the suggestion. 
The Library also needs a little attention. 


We have spoken of the trolley stations. Perhaps we can- 
not induce the Boston & Northern to do more than paint the 
town name and street on them but we can try; and failing, a _ 
little grass, a shrub or two would not cost much—labor donated. 


It would be only natural for this movement to extend to 
our individual homes. 


Here and there about the town there are houses or build- 
ings that are very unsightly. If a general movement of this 
kind is started the owners would undoubtedly do all in their 
means to help the thing along. 


Our highways, generally speaking, are good; much better 
than almost any other town of equal population and better than 
some much larger. Some improvement can be made in the road 
sides, however. The gutters should be kept clean, brush cut 
down, and where there are no trees some should be planted. 
They need cost nothing but the labor, and perhaps not that. 


The great disadvantage which we have is the over supply 
of waste brush land. We have had this matter up with the 
Massachusetts Agricultural College, also the State, and al- 
though the question is now before the legislature no real econom- 
ical or practical plan has been suggested. Some towns are 
clearing and planting to forests. The State offers prizes to 
towns doing the best work in this direction. Orchards are being 
planted and while they require more care they bring greater 
profits and quicker. Waste brush land is a very serious prob- 
lem and the Committee will welcome and carefully consider 
suggestions for its solution. 


Camp lots—another drawback. The individual lots in- 
crease temporarily in value perhaps but they are hardly a good 
asset for a self-respecting town. Many must be taken over for 
taxes by the town. These are scattered and their disposition 
is another problem the Committee have not solved. Also, the 
type of dwelling usually erected on these lots is not much of an 
asset to the town. This is a matter to be seriously considered. 
A building inspector backed with proper authority may be 
necessary. Probably the enactment of a law on building re- 
strictions will be sufficient to stop the evil. If the buyers can- 
not build a cheap camp they do not want the lots. 
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Co-operation.—It has performed wonders in other com- 
munities. When it gets started in Burlington we will have the 
best town within a fifty-mile radius of the State House. It has 
built highways, power plants, municipal factories, even towns 
and cities,—no end of big things. Some people think co-opera- 
tion is helping the other fellow at some sacrifice of time or 
money. That is a mistake. Co-operation is having the other 
fellow help you. 


Co-operation and Finances should be talked of together. 
We must have some of both but the more we have of co-opera- 
tion the less we need of money. With the regular burdens the 
Town must carry, probably little can be spared for this develop- 
ment work however important it may be, and if the taxes were 
increased to take care of the expense we would all kick. But 
suppose one hundred (100) men of Burlington each agreed to 
give the town one-half day per month of his time—six days in 
a year. It is not much, but it means six hundred (600) days’ 
work for the town. That would do wonders for the town and 
no individual would lose anything, but instead would gain. The 
question is :—Shall we do it? 


The Committee have considered these and other matters | 
and have made certain recommendations and there ends their 
power. We will close our report with one further recom- 
mendation ; namely, that to start and carry on this work $250.00 
be appropriated from the funds of the town provided an addi- 
tional $250.00 be raised by subscription.

Various improvements should be made on the building. 
The time has arrived, if not past, where we should give some 
attention to the safety, health, comfort and convenience of the 
children. The tragedy at Peabody when a large number of 
children lost their lives in a school building brings the ques- 
tion home to all School Committees, ‘‘Is our school safe in 
this respect?’ Statistics show that 90 per cent of the fires: in 
public buildings start in the basements, it would therefor seem 
wise that better protection should be provided in our basement.

The facility for cleanliness is limited, there being only 
one bowl upon the first floor for the use of the children, we 
believe now that the cost of electricity is not prohibitive, that 
a water supply should be installed in the building, when this 
is done other sanitary arrangements can be made to safeguard 


the health of the children. 


The heating apparatus is inadequate to properly heat the 
building at all times and we believe a steam heating plant 
should be provided. It is the belief of your Committee that the 
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time is not far distant when the school building will have to be 
enlarged, it would therefore seem advisable to plan for future 
needs so that the plant if installed can take care of the addi- 
tional enlargement. 


The attention of the citizens of the Town is directed to 
the report of the Superintendent of Schools, submitted here- 
with, wherein matters concerning the schools are dealt with in 
detail. This report containing a resume of the work of the 
year past and recommendations for the year to come should 
be read with care by all who have the welfare of our schools at 
heart. 


The School Committee presents herewith a schedule set- 
ting forth the expenditures of the school department for the 
year ending December 31st, 1915.

School Committee. 
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Report of the Superintendent 
of Schools 


To the Burlington School Committee: 


I herewith present for your consideration this, my sixth 
annual report, and the twenty-fifth in the series of annual re- 
ports by the Superintendent of Schools to the Town. 

The schools have had a prosperous and rather unevent- 
ful year. There has been no change whatever either in the 
teaching or supervising staff, and the work has been the bet- 
ter for a lack of change. The staff we now have is a skillful, 
earnest working force, one which holds respect and esteem 
of pupils and parents. 

The new course of study which has been in use to some 
extent for the past two years was revised somewhat last 
summer and will be revised again, so that we may gain by 
the experience of the year in its use. 

~The work in sewing has followed the same lines and plans 
as last year. It has been difficult some days during the 
year to heat the room to a satisfactory temperature for the 
children. The value of the work in sewing is such, that it 
seems a pity that the work could not be given every week 
instead of every two weeks, as at the present time. The in- 
frequency of the lessons weakens the interest as the length of 
time needed to complete any article of clothing undertaken, un- 
less considerable of the work is done at home, is so great, 
that the girls loose interest and the results are not so satis- 
factory as they would be otherwise. 

The work in Manual Training given the older boys has 
continued along the same plan, if plan it may be called, as 
last year. The work suffers from the irregularity with which 
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it has been carried on. As there is no provision for heating 
the room on the third floor, it is impossible for the boys to 
work there during the winter months excepting now and 
then a day, when the outside temperature is sufficiently high, 
so as to permit their working comfortably at the benches. 
This matter can not well be improved while the system of 
heating remains as it is, but of that more elsewhere. 

The number of pupils in attendance does not differ 
greatly from that of last year, and is sufficient to require the 
use of four rooms as last year. The grades are fairly even 
in size except Grade V, which numbers much below the 
average. The number graduated last year was 15. Most of 
these are attending High School either in Woburn or Lex- 
ington, and so far as I have been able to learn are generally 
doing satisfactory work. Two who had planned to attend the 
Industrial School at Lowell were unable on account of its 
crowded condition to gain admission. One of these, later 
was able to secure admission to the Manual Training School 
in Somerville and is regularly attending there. Starting nearly 
a month after the others in his classes, he was somewhat 
handicapped, but reports are that he is making satisfactory 
progress. The long distance he has to travel each day is a 
further handicap but this seemed to be practically the only 
opportunity available at the time. 

The School Department of the city of Woburn is con- 
tinuing to some extent the nine year course for its primary and 
grammar schools, but admits pupils from the eighth year to 
the High School provided that they have an average stand- 
ing of 85 per cent or above. It seems only reasonable that we 
should require the same standard of our eighth grade pupils 
to rceommend them for admission to the High School at Wo- 
burn. Those going to the High School at Lexington were 
required to take examinations, however, as Lexington re- 
quired the same of all the graduates from her own grammar 
schools, there can be no criticism or complaint in regard to our 
pupils being required to meet the same conditions as their own. 


PREPAREDNESS. 
With military preparedness, the schools of Burlington 
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have little, if anything, to do. There is, however, another line 
for which our preparation seems scarcely adequate. The 
terrible catastrophe, which occurred early in the school year 
in a nearby town through a breaking out of a fire in one of 
the parochial schools, together with the fact that good 
‘authorities agree that at the present time schoolhouse fires 
throughout the United States average one a day, naturally 
brings up the question, whether we ought not to make better 
preparation for the day which may come sooner © or later 
when through some cause or another, our school building may 
meet with such an accident. 


The building, as you all know, is a wooden one, finished 
with hard pine, and varnished, and to prevent the dangers of 
dust, the floors are oiled regularly. Under these circum- 
stances, it must be admitted that should a fire once start in 
the building, the burning would be very rapid, and as there 
is no supply of water for application, the result would be a 
total loss of the building in a very brief space of time. With 
the fire drills which have been arranged and are practiced, 
there would be comparatively little danger of any loss of life. 
There are some things which might be done to reduce the 
chances of the building taking fire and I should heartily rec- 
ommend that these receive immediate attention. 


It is found that over 95 per cent of the fires that arise in 
school buildings have their origin in the basement. Several 
things might be done in the basement of our school to reduce 
the chances of fire. The stairway which leads from the base- 
ment to the first floor should either be eliminated entirely or 
constructed of iron or cement. The walls of the coal room 
should be constructed entirely of brick or cement in place of 
the wood which now composes them. The ceiling, which is 
now plastered on ordinary wooden lath should either be re- 
moved and a heavier plaster upon metal lath substituted, or 
a sheet metal ceiling should be constructed over the present 
plastered ceiling. The partition which separates the furnace 
from the rest of the building should be constructed of fire 
proof material. Standard chemical fire extinguishers 
should be placed in the furnace room and one on _ each 
of the floors. The stairways in the building, two 
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in number, while entirely adequate to provide for 
safe exit of all the pupils using ther, are badly 
placed in that the distance between the two stairways on the 
second floor is comparatively small, so that a fire in one stair- 
way, or a small fire between the stairways might make both 
inaccessible. A change might be made in the stairway in the 
front part of the building, so as to increase the distance be- 
tween its entrance and the rear stairway, which would add 
greatly to its safety, and certainty of escape from the upper 
floor, should a fire occur in the building during the sessions. 
These changes would none of them be very expensive and 
indeed, all might be made, and I think could and should be 
made without unnecessary delay. This does not mean that 
I think there is any condition which is likely to result in a 
fire in the building, but should a fire start from any cause 
under the present conditions, little could be done either to de- 
lay or to prevent the rapid destruction of the building. 

Another matter which should receive careful considera- 
tion is that of increasing the lavatory accommodations. When 
we consider that there are now over one hundred children in 
the school building and that a very large part of these remain 
through the day, we see at once the necessity of this increase. 
No matter how careful parents may have attended to seeing 
that the children’s hands were clean before leaving home, 
every normal child probably has played more or less on the 
way to school. He has worked during the forenoon handling 
crayons, books, sharpening pencils, etc. During the recess 
_ time, he has played again and, in consequence, his hands are 
in no condition for handling his lunch until they have been 
properly washed. At present, the lavatory facilities are 
limited to one basin. If we allow but three minutes for each 
pupil to wash and consider that probably ninety pupils remain 
each day, we see that it would require four and one-half hours 
for all of the pupils to get their hands in condition for safe 
and cleanly handling of their lunches, which shows that under 
present conditions, it is simply an impossibility for the child- 
ren to be as cleanly as they ought, so that in this respect the 
school, for the lack of accommodations, is undoing the work 
of the home in the forming of healthy and cleanly habits and 
tastes. 
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There should be at least two lavatories on each floor, or 
perhaps better yet, one placed in each school room where it 
could be under the careful supervision of the teacher. This 
would call for a greatly increased supply of water, as well 
as for a better heating of the building. A greater supply of 
water both for washing and drinking purposes, as well as for 
sanitary and fire purposes is highly desirable. 

As the building increases in age, it becomes more and 
more difficult to heat it with furnaces. As is well known, it is 
practically impossible to heat by furnace all of the rooms in 
any building when there is a high wind. The schoolhouse is 
located where it gets whatever wind there is and in conse-— 
quence, no winter passes but what there are days in which 
some of the rooms can scarcely be made sufficiently warm 
for safe and comfortable use by the children, and the day is 
not far distant when the furnace will have to be replaced and 
should be replaced by a steam heating system. This has been 
found very much more satisfactory for school purposes than 
the furnace system, in that it is possible to carry the heat to’ 
any location desired without regard to the outside weather 
conditions. With a steam heating system, it would be possi- 
ble to heat every one of the school rooms comfortably every 
day, and, also, the sewing room, whenever that is wanted; 
further a room could be finished off in the attic for Manual 
Training purposes and could be heated so that this work could 
be done regularly. The sanitary accommodations of this 
school are far from what they should be but are yet as good 
as they can be until a supply of water can be put into the 
building. Now that electric power for pumping purposes is 
available, at a cost which is not prohibitive, better accommo- 
dations should be provided. 

Much attention has been called to the common fly as a 
source of danger, in that the fly is a great carrier both of 
filth and of disease germs. Swarms of flies infest the building, 
- especially during the fall, and they are just as filthy as any 
flies ever were, and they desposit their filth on everything in 
sight. So long as the present sanitary accommodations are 
used, so long these dangerous conditions must exist. With 
water and a sufficient heating plant to prevent freezing, there 
is nothing to prevent the installation of a cleanly and safe 
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sanitary system in the basement. of the building. The present 
accommodations are inadequate, as well as unsanitary and un- 
safe. This matter should receive careful and prompt atten- 
tion. It may or may not be feasible to make all these changes 
at once. These matters are of the highest importance in that 
they involve both the safety and well being of the town’s 
‘most valuable asset, its children. A comprehensive plan 
should be worked out and put intq operation as promptly as 
is practical. 

The total cost of making these changes would, of course, 
be considerable, however, the conditions are not imaginary, or 
of the Superintendent’s creation, but are real conditions that 


~ need correction. 


The changes suggested are such as would be generally 
recognized, as not only desirable but necessary for the best 
interest of the schools. They relate to the safety, health, and 
comfort of the children of the town, and in consequence, 
merit the most careful consideration by all its citizens. 

The supply of water and the presence of approved fire 
extinguishers would both have an effect in reducing the cost 
of insurance as well as increasing the safety of both the 
children and the. building. | 

Now that a larger playground has been provided and a 
town hall has been built, so that there will be no more occasion 
for teams being tied in the evening about the grounds, there 
seems no good reason why the grounds about the front of the 
building should not be improved and beautified. The build- 
ing is of good proportions and well located, so that a small ex- 
penditure for shrubs and some work and care by the pupils 
and teachers would make the Burlington grounds as beautiful 
as any. The effect upon the pupils would be helpful as well as 
being a source of pleasure to all. 


SLA CIS CIGATL TA RUES, 


Attention is called to the statistical tables at the close of 
this report. These show the facts as to the numbers in attend- 
ane, the grades in which the pupils are enrolled, the average 
age of the pupils in each grade, etc. 

The Honor Roll of attendance is published with the hope 
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that it may stimulate a larger number to regularity of attend- 
ance. By far the largest part of the boys and girls are now 
very regular indeed in their attendance. A few are not as 
careful as they ought to be and lower the percentage of at- 
tendance. 

In concluding this report I wish to express my thanks to 
the Committee for its hearty co-operation and support and 
to express my appreciation of the faithful earnest work of the 
teachers and supervisors.

I submit to you my report for the examination of the 
school children at the beginning of the school year, 1915—16. 


The number of school children examined was one hundred 
twelve (112). No cases of contagious diseases were found 
among the children and the condition of the children is very 
much the same as at the last examination. The main change 
from the previous year is the fact that there seems to be more 
children every year who have trouble with their teeth, either 
in the matter of decaying, or in the deformities of the jaw due 
to teeth. There are also approximately the same number of 
children who do not show a positive vaccination scar.

Last year the reading was mostly for the 
younger readers, while the one sent for the coming year will 
give the older patrons of the library much good reading. This | 
past year at the request of one of our school teachers, we 
issued a special card, allowing her to take quite a number of 
books at a time, and distributing them among the scholars as 
she thought best. For the special card there is a time limit, 
while the regular school-cards used for school-work have no 
restrictions as to the time loaned. The library and reading- 
100m at the present time, need a thorough going over and 
renovating. The furniture needs varnishing and floor given 
attention. I would recommend an increase in the appropria- 
tion for the library another year, however small. Visitors 
from other towns think we have a library we should be proud 
of, and we have been told that it compared very favorably 
with some of the larger towns about us. The trustees are 
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very willing to do all they can to make the library what it 
should be, but it rests with the town to allow them funds to do 
necessary work on building outside or in. Let us be very 
proud of our library.

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Report of the Civic and Devel- 
opment Committee 


Our report for the past year need not be as long as the 
previous report. We have been endeavoring to carry out some 
of the suggestions in the former and are pleased to report 
some progress, not as much as we would like but perhaps as 
much as could be expected. These projects require time and 
patience. We have noticed a movement on the part of some 
of our citizens to improve the appearance of their homes and 
hope there will be more of this. 

In connection with this we would recommend our new 
Town Hall be given a proper setting. This means not only 
the Town Hall lot but the adjacent land and particularly the 
land in the triangle. The Parsonage should be moved to a 
suitable lot outside the triangle and if possible the balance 
of the triangle should be developed as outlined at last year’s 
meeting. This is rather a big job but it should be the first 
work done for it is the Town’s center and will mean more to 
the town than the same money and energy spent in several 
places in the outlying districts. Only part of the town has 
been covered as yet, but $55.00 has been subscribed to the 
committee’s fund. There has been no expenditures to date. 

Bear in mind the committee are always open to sugges- 
tions and will welcome them.

April 10, 1916 


The meeting was called to order by the Moderator at 
7.30 o’clock.

Voted that we raise and appropriate $150 for 
the reserve fund for the ensuing year. 14 in favor and no 
opposition. 


Article 8. It was voted to authorize the Selectmen in 
accordance with the article. 


Article 9. It was voted that the sum of $800 be raised 
and appropriated for the preservation of macadamized streets, 
to be spent under the direction of the Selectmen. 10 in 
favor and no opposition. 


Article 10. It was voted that the Town pay the taxes on 
the Parsonage and that the money be taken from the reserve 
fund. 


Article 11. It was voted that the sum of $2,000 be raised 
and appropriated for improvements in the school building, to 
be spent under the direction of the School Committee. 13 in 
favor and no opposition. 


Article 12. It was voted that $400 be raised and appro- 
priated for necessary furnishings for the Town Hall, to be 
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spent under the direction of the Selectmen. 13 in favor and 
no opposition. 


Article 18. A motion was made and seconded that the 
sum of $1600 be raised and appropriated for the construc- 
tion of the road from the end of Mill Street to the Wilming- 
ton Town line, to be spent under the direction of the Select- 
men. This motion was not carried. A motion was made that 
the Selectmen be authorized to confer with the Selectmen of 
Wilmington regarding the proposed road and report at the 
next March meeting. It was so voted. 


Article 14. It was voted that the Town raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $1,300, to be spent under the direction 
of the Selectmen on improving Peach Orchard Road accord- 
ing to the plans and specifications of the County Commis- 
sioners. 12 in favor and no opposition. 


Article 15. Voted that the sum of $400 be raised and 
appropriated to complete the grading on the Town Hall lot,’ 
to be spent under the direction of the Selectmen. 13 in favor 
and no opposition. | 


Article 16. Voted that we accept from the Simonds 
Trustees a piece of land 176.03. feet long: and 40: feet wide 
adjoining the Town Hall land. The same to be used as a 
public highway. is rays agate

School Committee. 


Report of the Superintendent 
of Schools 


To the Burlington School Committee: 


I herewith present for your consideration this, my 
seventh annual report, and the twenty-sixth in the series of 
annual reports to the town. 

The year just past’ has been one of more than the usual 
number of changes in the teaching staff. Last May, Miss 
Florine B. York, who had for a number of years so suc- 
cessfully inducted the children of the first year into school 
life, decided to make a change in occupation and resigned, 
planning to be married in the early summer. The best wishes 
of all go with her to her new home. , 

Miss Fannie Cutler of Waltham was elected to complete 
the work of the year. Late in the summer, she decided not 
to return and MissMabel Cowan, a graduate of the North 
Adams Normal School with several years of very successful 
teaching experience in Deerfield, Massachusetts, was elected 
to fill the vacancy. She has made an excellent beginning 
and gives promise of highly satisfactory service. 

Mr. Henry L. Stone of Lexington, who had supervised 
the music for the past two years, found himself overbur- 
dened with work, and resigned his postion during the winter. 
Miss Mary B. Raynes of Westford, who has supervised the 
work of the music in Billerica for some years was elected to 
fill the vacancy. Miss Raynes is doing her work very ener- 
getically and is giving satisfactory service. 

With these two exceptions the work has gone on under 
the skillful management of the teachers, who have conducted 
it for the years past. 
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The changes which have been made in the sanitary con- 
veniences and the supply of water for the building for lava- 
tory purposes and bubbling fountains for drinking, must all 
tend toward the comfort and health’of all the children in the 
school. There was considerable delay in the installation of 
these improvements, but probably not greater than has been 
experienced by many others who have undertaken work of 
any kind which involved the use of the freight service during 
the year which has passed. Freight embargoes together with 
the short stock necessitated by high wages and constantly ad- — 
vancing prices made it much more difficult than usual to get 
work done satisfactorily, and greatly increased the amount of | 
time required in making the improvements. 


The Committee started work as promptly as_ possible 
after the appropriation was made but not before prices had 
begun to evince a disposition to soar and, in consequence, not 
quite so much was accomplished as the Committee had expect- 
ed to secure for the appropriation asked. However, what was 
done. was, I think, well done and so planned that the addi- 
tions which we should have liked can easily be added with- 
out their wasting any of the work which has been done. 

At present the same faucet is used for a bubbling foun- 
tain and for supplying water for lavatory purposes. The 
plans are so made, however, that by removing the plug and 
supplying 18 inches of piping, the two may be separated, as 
was planned in the first place had not the rising prices pre- 
vented it. 

That the well held out during an unusually dry fall, 
shows that the supply is adequate for the demand made upon 
it by the new pumping apparatus ,and that the well is such 
as to provide an adequate supply in the dryest weather. 


The date on which the work was completed was so late 
as to prevent the removal of the outside closets, before the 
setting in of the winter,, This matter will receive attention as 
early as possible in the spring which will allow the children 
to enter and leave by the rear doors and avoid the strong 
winds, which so generally strike the front side of the build- 
ing. When this is completed, it will be possible to proceed 
with the work of setting out shrubs and small garden plots, 
and otherwise beautifying the grounds in front of the build- 
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ing. The amount which these improvements will add to the 
convenience, comfort, and safety of the children well repays 
the financial outlay involved. 

The next step forward in the way of improving the plant 
will be in the matter of better means of heating the building. 
Situated as the building is on elevated ground, where the 
wind has a free sweep at it and with the large window spaces, 
which are necessary for the proper lighting of the school 
rooms, it is not strange that on cold and windy days, the 
heating by furnace does not prove adequate. As is well 
known, it is practically impossible to heat all the rooms in any 
house by furnace on a windy day. What is needed and must 
be installed before the heating and ventilating is satisfactory 
is a steam heating plant, large enough to supply the amount 
of indirect radiation sufficient to heat all of the rooms and 
supply a sufficient quanity of fresh air with a sufficient 
amount of direct radiation in each room to overcome the cold 
current which comes in around the windows and is increased 
by the cold air chilled by a large glass surface continually 
acted upon by cold windows. 

The plant should be large enough to heat each room up 
to seventy degress with the outside temperature at zero and a 
strong wind blowing, so that pupils will not be deterred from 
coming to school on cold mornings by fear that the cold jour- 
ney to school will be followed by the discomfort of sitting in a 
cold room through most of the day. The loss of time through 
inability to heat properly on cold days would be sufficient to 
pay the interest on the expenditure involved, to say nothing 
of the greater comfort and safety of the children attending 
the school. 

The work in Sewing has continued under the care of 
Miss Bernice E. Newhall and the pupils are making satisfac- 
tory progress. The work is interfered with more or less by 
inability to heat the room which is used for Sewing during 
the cold weather. 

The work in Manual Training has been carried on in 
about the same way as for the past two years. This work 
cannot be satisfactorily done under the present conditions. 
During cold weather, it has to be entirely given up as it is im- 
possible to heat the attic rooms to a point where pupils can 
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work with comfort and safety. This breaks up the regularity 
of the work. If the rooms could be heated, the interest and 
improvement which pupils would make would be sufficient 
to warrant the employment of a regular teacher for this work. 

The number of pupils in attendance throughout the year 
has been about as large as could well be accommodated in 
the building as at present arranged. In three of the rooms 
all of the seats have been filled, while in the fourth, a few 
more could have been accommodated without crowding. 
This indicates that the day is not far distant when it will be 
necessary to enlarge the school accommodations. 

A change has been made in the manner of taking the 
school census. Under the statute as revised, it is planned to 
keep up a continual census of the schools by means of the 
school enrollment, and the work of the attendance officer. 
The time of making the annual report has been changed from 
September to April. A census was, however, taken in Sep- 
tember and shows the number to be as follows: 

Between 5 and 7 years of age, girls 14, boys 19 total 33 
Between 7 and 14 years of age, girls 46, boys 55, total 101 
Between 14 and 16 years of age, girls 15, boys 18, total 33 


Total 5 and 16 years of age, girls 75, boys 92, total 167 


The Committee was forutnate in securing the supply of 
paper before the prices had advanced materially. In mak- 
ing plans for the coming year, it will be necessary to make 
a larger appropriation for the purchase of supplies as paper 
of all kinds has advanced at least one third, and may go up to 
cost one-half more before the end of the year.’ There has also 
been a general rise in the price of textbooks, due to the in- 
crease in the cost of paper and labor. This will necessitate 
a larger appropriation on the part of the town. 

While speaking of expense, it is only right to call the at- 
tention of the citizens to the fact that the increased cost of 
living during the year has been so great as to materially re- 
duce the salaries of the teachers; that is to say, the purchas- 
ing power of one dollar has been so reduced that their sal- 
aries will not longer secure for them the same returns. — It 
should not be that teachers who have prepared themselves 
for their work and are increasing in skill, knowledge, and 
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efficiency each year, should find themselves at the end of the 
year obliged to accept a smaller renumeration than the year 
before. To say nothing of an increase to much greater skill 
and efficiency, it is necessary to make an increase in pay to 
avoid serious reduction in their compensation. 

Examination of the attendance total for the year, shows 
that there has been an increase of seven in the total member- 
ship thus far this year. An examination of the average age 
of the pupils shows that the average age at which pupils 
enter is five years and eleven months. A few who enter be- 
fore they are six years are usually those of foreign parent- 
age, who on account of their lack of familiarity with our 
language really need a longer time in school, and whose op- 
portunities in school are put to the limit to the age when they 
can secure proper employment. It further seems unwise to 
change the age of admission from five to six years, as has 
been done in many town for this reason. 

It will be noted that the average age of the eighth grade 
is thirteen years. As every child is required to attend school 
at least until he is fourteen, it will be seen that as long as 
pupils graduate at the age which they do now, all on the 
average have completed the grammar school course before 
they are fourteen years of age. As pupils under sixteen are 
allowed to work only forty-eight hours a week, there is usually 
but slight demand for their service, and the great majority 
are able to attend High School for a longer or shorter period. 

The percentage of attendance during the fall term is 
considerably over 96 per cent, which indicates a very credi- 
table degree of regularity on the part of those attending as 
does also the list of those neither absent or tardy in the 
schools. 


An examination of the statistics for the Fall term shows 
an increase of 11 in the total membership and also in the 
average membership with an increase of 14 in the average at- 
tendance. The increase of the total number of days attend- 
ance during the terms amounts to nearly 900 days. 

There have been a few changes in textbooks during the 
year. The Werner arithmetic which has been so long in 
use has become somewhat out of date and as fast as the old 
books are worn out, new ones and more up to date in problems 
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are being introduced. A change in Geographies begun last 
year, has been carried forward to completion and the school 
is now using the revised Tarr and McMurray in place of the 
King Geography. 

Some additions have been made to the stock of reading 
matter and further additions are planned for the coming year. 

In closing my report, I wish to express my appreciation 
of the unvarying courtesy and steady support of the Com- 
mittee, also the hearty co-operation and faithful and earnest 
work of the Supervisors and Teachers. I wish also to ex- 
press my thanks to the Librarian of the Public Library for her 
earnest endeavor to encourage the reading habit among the 
pupils and to make the Public Library of the utmost possible 
service to the pupils in our schools.

We hope soon to add a table and chairs 
for the reading-room, as both are needed, the regular table 
being much crowded at present. We intend to add one or 
two new magazines the coming year, especially for the boy 
readers. May also make some changes in the regular sub- 
scriptions. The library has just been presented with a sum of 
money, to be used for anything that may be needed for com- 
fort or convenience. The gift came from the Society of 
Good Templars, recently disbanded. We extend hearty 
thanks to those interested enough to remember the library, and 
in so doing help the good work along. Any citizen should be 
proud of a good library in his home town and also willing to 
help make it better still every year. The gift money will 
have much thought given to the way it can be spent for 
benefit of library and patrons. This year the library was 
closed during the Christmas vacation, for necessary repairs 
on floors and furniture, that work not being easy to do under 
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regular conditions. Also closed for an indefinite period at the 
New Year, after the appearance of the second case of diph- 
theria in town.

We herewith submit our annual report from January 1, 
1916 to January 1, 1917. 


The usual work has been done as in former years such 
as cutting the grass, keeping the avenues free from weeds, 
and other miscellaneous work. 


The Cemetery fence has received one coat of paint; we’ 
have enlarged the tool house to make room for the tools and 
implements used about the Cemetery, and have carefully 
pruned the trees and cut away all the dead limbs. 


We would recommend that the drains be completed next 
year so that the surface water may be properly taken care 
of, and that a section of the Cemetery be laid out for the 
sale of single graves. 


The old Cemetery in the center of the town has re- 
ceived its usual share of attention. 


New monumental work has been erected to the amount 
of $1,100.00. $793.00 of this amount was of granite work, 
and $407.00 of marble. 


New lots have been sold to the following people: ‘Mr.

We arranged with the United States Government for 
four army headstones which we have erected at the graves of 
Samuel A. Osgood, Samuel Dean, Alpheus C. Nichols and 
Washington A. Blackmer.

PROCEEDINGS AT ADJOURNED TOWN MEETING 
MARCH 26, 1917 


Meeting called to order at 7.30 p. m., and the Modera- 
tor declared a recess of 30 minutes. The meeting was again 
called to order at 8.07. 


Article 2. Under Article 2,it was voted that the 
Selectmen. be empowered to appoint all petty officers, as in 
previous years. 


Article 3. A motion was made and seconded that the 
reports as printed in the Annual Report be accepted. An 
amendment was made that the several reports be taken up 
individually.

A motion was mads 
and seconded that the sum of $2,000 be raised by revenue 
and appropriated for the support of highways and bridges 
and that the Highway Surveyor .be instructed to. expend 
$200 of this amount on the County Road, so called. An 
amendment was made that the,sum of $2,500 be raised by 
revenue and appropriated for the support of highways and 
bridges and that the sum of $200 be expended on the County 
Road under the direction of the Highway Surveyor. The

It was voted that the 
sum of $125 be raised by revenue for the salary and expenses 
of the Inspector of Animals to be spent under the direction 
of the Selectmen. 


SEALER OF WEIGHTS AND MEASURES. It was 
voted that the sum of $50 be raised by revenue and appro- 
priated for the salary and expenses of the Sealer of Weights 
and Measures to be spent under the direction of the Sealer of 
Weights and Measures. 
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SELECTMEN’S DEPT. It was voted that we raise an:l 
appropriate $200 for the salaries and expenses of the Select- 
men’s Department to be spent under the direction of the 
Selectmen. 


TOWN CLERK. It was voted that the sum of $175 be 
raised by revenue for the salary and expenses of the Town 
Clerk. 


At this time it was voted to take the Assessors report 
from the table. After some discussion it was voted that the 
Moderator appoint a committee of three to investigate the 
report and find a solution of the difficulty and report at the 
meeting next Monday night. It was later suggested that 
the Assessors and Auditors serve on this Committee with the 
three appointed by the Moderator as follows: James Me- 
Laughlin, Charles E. Gill and Selwyn H. Graham. 


A motion was made to adjourn and the meeting was ad- 
journed at 10.25 P. M. 


PROCEEDINGS AT ADJOURNED TOWN MEETING 
April 2, 1917. 


The meeting was called to order by the Moderator at 
7.30 P. M. and a recess of twenty minutes declared. The 
meeting was again called to order at 7.52. 


Rev. Rees Williams was ealled upon and gave a brief 
address regarding the strained position the country had 
been placed in, owing to the war. This was followed by a 
short prayer. 


The report. of the Committee which had been appointed 
to investigate the Assessors’ report was called for and read 
as follows : ; 


‘‘It has been the custom of the Auditors in the past to 
leave certain balances where work in those particular ac- 
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counts has not been finished, therefore two of the balances 
last year, that of the Town Hall Construction and one of the 
Moth Department were not turned into the Revenue fund. 
In making their estimate of the Revenue Fund to be used 
against the tax rate the Assessors considered these two bal- 
ances with the result that it is necessary to transfer the sum 
of $788.27, which amount includes $381.27, the balance of the 
Town Hall Construction and $407, the balance of the Moth 
Department, from the Revenue Account to the Treasury to 
reimburse the Treasurer for the error.’’ 


It was voted that the report of the Committee be ac- 
cepted and that the sum of $788.27 be transferred from the 
Revenue Account to the Treasury. 14 in favor and no oppo- 
sitions. 


FOREST FIRES. It was voted that the sum of $225 be 
raised by revenue to be used in extinguishing forest fires. 
20 in favor and no opposition. 


POLICE AND CONSTABLES. It was voted that the 
sum of $150 be raised by revenue and appropriated for the 
Police Department. 17 in favor and no opposition. 


TOWN HALL MAINTENANCE. It was voted that the 
sum of $625 be raised by revenue and appropriated for Town 
Hall maintenance. 13 in favor and no opposition. 


TREASURER’S DEPT. It was voted that the sum of 
£135 be raised by revenue and appropriated for the salary 
and expenses of the Treasurer. 15 in favor and no opposi- 
tion. 

STATE AID. It was voted that the sum of $288 be 
raised by revenue and appropriated for State Aid. 15 in 
favor and no opposition. 


LEGAL DEPT. It was voted that the sum of $125 
be raised and appropriated for the Legal Department. 15 
in favor and no opposition. 
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MOTH DEPT. It was voted that the sum of $500 
be raised by revenue and appropriated for the expenses of 
the Moth Department. 15 in favor and no opposition. 


TREE WARDEN. It was voted that the sum of $75 be 
raised by revenue and appropriated for the expenses of the 
Tree Warden’s Department. 12 in favor and no opposition. 


INSURANCE. It was voted that the sum of $100 be 
raised by revenue and appropriated to pay any insurance 
coming due. 18 in favor and no opposition. 


NOTES COMING DUE. Voted that the sum of $1000 
be raised by revenue and appropriated for the ‘‘Town Hall’ 
note coming due. 15 in favor and no opposition. 


INTEREST. It was voted that the sum of $700 be 
raised by revenue and appropriated to pay any interest com- 
ing due. 12 in favor and no opposition. 


PARK DEPT. It was voted that the sum of $100 be 
raised by revenue and appropriated to defray the expenses 
of the Park Department. 12 in favor and no opposition. 


It was voted to take up that part of Article 6 pertaining 
to schools. 

It was then voted that School Committee be authorized 
to sell the toilet buildings at the school house, the proceeds 
to be placed in the Treasury, to the credit of the Revenue 
Account. 16 in favor and no opposition. 

Article 7. It was voted that the street railway, excise, 
corporation and bank taxes be turned into the revenue ac- 
count to be used by the Assessors against the tax rate. 22 
in favor and no opposition. 

Article 8. It was voted that the town pay the taxes on 
the Parsonage, the amount to be taken from the Reserve 
fund. 18 in favor and no opposition. 

Article 9. It was voted that the income from the Sim- 
onds Park be turned into the Revenue Account to be used 
against the tax rate. 15 in favor and no opposition. 
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Article 10. It was voted that the Selectmen be auth 
orized to appear in accordance with the article. 


Article 11. It was voted that the Selectmen be given 
authority in accordance with the article. 


Article 12. It was voted that we raise by revenue 
_ $1600 to be spent under the direction of the Selectmen in the 
eonstruction of ‘‘ Wood Hill Road.’’ 14 in favor and 3 op 
posed. 


Article 13. It was voted that we raise and appropriate 
~ the sum of $400 to finish the grading and cement work 
around the Town Hall. 14 in favor and no opposition. 


Article 14. Voted that the sum of $735 be raised by 
revenue and appropriated for the Reserve fund, the same tu 
be expended under the direction of the Selectmen. 13 ia 
favor and no opposition. © 


Article 15.. A motion was made and seconded that the 
sum of $200 be raised and appropriated for the improvement 
of the well at the Town Hall. It was not carried. 


A motion was then made that the sum of $300 be raised 
and appropriated for the improvement of the well and it was 
so voted. 13 in favor and 2 opposed. 


Artiele 16. It was voted that the sum of $800 be raised 
and appropriated for the preservation of macadam roads, to 
be expended under the direction of the Selectmen. 17 in 
favor and no opposition. 


Article 17. It was voted that the Selectmen be in- 
structed to confer with the State Highway Commissioners, 
the County Commissioners, and the Simonds Trustees to see 
if they will not furnish equal amounts toward extending the 
macadam road from the center of the town towards Bedford. 


Article 18. It was voted that we hire an Inspector of 
slaughtering. A motion was made that we raise and appro. 
priate the sum of $200 to pay the Inspector of Slaughtering. 
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Not carried. It was then voted to lay that part of the Art-- 
icle pertaining to the salary of the inspector on the table 
for the present. 

Article 19. It was voted that we accept Chapter 153 of 
the General Acts in relation to the fee of a slaughter house. 
Thirteen in favor and no opposition. It was then voted that 
if the seleectmen of the town should grant a slaughter house 
license the fee must be $100. Fourteen in favor and no ap- 
position. | 

It was voted to take up the unfinished part of Article 18. 
It was voted that we raise and appropriate the sum of $75.00 ~ 
as a salary for the inspector of slaughtering. Eight in favor 
and no opposition. ; 

Article 20. It was voted that an electric light be placed 
at the junction of the County Road and the State Road near- 
ly opposite the residence of T. I. Reed. Ten in favor and no 
opposition. A motion was made that the expense of placing 
this light should not exceed $15.00. An amendment was 
made and seconded that the cost of maintenance and placing 
this light shall not exceed $15.00. The amendment was 
carried and it was voted that the expense of placing and 
maintenance of this h¢ht for one year shall not exceed $15.00, 

Article 21. It was voted to dismiss the Article. 


Article 22. It was voted that the annual Town Meeet- 
ing be held the first Monday in February instead of the first 
Monday in March. 

Article 23. It was voted that the article be dismissed. 

Article 24. It was voted that the article be dismissed. 

It was voted that the Selectmen be instructed to procure 
a flag for the Town Hall at an expense not to exceed $25 and 
to take the money from the Reserve Fund. 

It was voted that the balance of the Revenue Account 
be used against the tax rate.

Report ‘of the Superintendent 
ef Schools 


To the Burlington School Committee : 


I herewith present for your consideration this, my 
eighth annual report, and the twenty-seventh in the series 
of annual reports by the superintendent of schools to the 
town, 


During the year which is covered by this report, there 
has been no change whatever in the teaching staff. The 
same efficient staff which was with us at the beginning of 
the year has been continued throughout the year without 
break or change. 


The health of teachers and pupils generally has been 
good. The work in general has been conducted along the 
same lines as heretofore with some few changes in the text- 
books used. The King Geography has been replaced by the 
revised edition of the Tarrand McMurray. In arithmetic 
the Nichol’s New Graded Arithmetic is gradually displacing 
the Werner Arithmetic. The two books are in the same 
general line, that is, both are somewhat on the spiral plan 
which keeps the pupil reviewed up on the problems he has 
been over and has the further advantage that each of the 
new subjects is introduced gradually so that the pupil, no 
matter when he leaves school after the first five years, has 
had the rudiments of all of the commercial transactions and 
the work in measurements and computations, and if he is in- 
terested can advance by himself. The number of problems 
in the Nichol’s New Graded Arithmetic is considerably 
larger than that in the Werner and makes it unnecessary 
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for the teacher to introduce work from other arithmeties 11 . 
order to provide sufficient practise upon the different opera- 
tions to insure thorough knowledge of each of the topies 
studied. : 

The number in attendance during the fall term is larger 
than heretofore in each of the first six grades. Grade VII 
is much smaller than the usual number in that grade. This 
class has seldom numbered more than five or six in any ot 
the grades since it left the primary school. Were this of the 
normal size, practically every seat in school would be taken 
which makes plain that the time is not far distant when 
some addition must be necessary in order that the building 
may provide the necessary school accommodations for the 
- children in Burlington. 

Some improvement has been: made in the school plant 
during the year which has just passed. The out-building 
at the back of the school-house has been taken away during 
the summer vacation, which makes it so that the doors at 
the rear can be used for entrance and dismissal of tie 
school. The front of the building can now be kept in more 
tidy and orderly manner than before. It also dismisses the 
¢hildren on the playround instead of-at the front. There is 
nothing now to prevent the grounds of the building from 
being improved and made very attractive. The situation is 
a good one and a small sum spent in the purchase of shrubs 
would add much to the attractiveness of the school. 


During the summer vacation the building was re-shingled 
and painted and looks much the better for the repairs made 
upon it. On the inside smoke doors and partitions were 
placed in the corridor for the purpose of preventing the 
smoke from coming through in both the stairways at the 
same time in ease of fire. There have also been added as a 
further protection against fire, three fire extinguishers of 
the acid-soda type, so that one of these will be at hand in 
case of fire to provide means of extinguishing it in its early 
stages. 
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What was said in last year’s report in regard to the 
ba heating of the building is just as true now as it was then. 
There have been days when it was quite impossible to heat 
ithe building with the furnace though the repairing of the 
“building and the work done on the windows makes them 
fighter than heretofore and so has added somewhat to the 
comfort of the children in school. While the high cost of 
tiving and the scarcity of materials and labor makes it not 
-anopportune time for enlarging the plant, if it can be 
avoided, still care must be taken to see that the schools do 
pet suffer from.lack of support, because our nation is en- 
gaged i in carrying on its share of the great world war. The 
<pense of this will be a bill of indebtedness which will be 
than can be met by taxation at the present time and 
the citizens of the future will be obliged to meet their share 
vf the expense involved and their share of the necessary 
| taxation.

the children should not be one of the things which is in any 
ense put to one side until after the great war is settled. 
A hatever the future may bring in the way of competition 
and strife, we must seek to so educate and develop the 
pupils in our schools, that when their turn comes to take 
their share in the world’s affairs, they shall be in every way 
ac equately prepared to take their place and maintain it 
“suecessfully. 
- One of the changes which is taking place generally 
throughout the State is the establishment of the Junior High 
s School, which has some advantages as a plan of organiza- 
tion, in that it provides for the consolidation of Grades VII 
and VIII or Grades VII, VIII, and IX, and permits varia- 
tions of the course according to the needs of the pupil, and 
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by gradually introducing departmental work, the pupil is 
better fitted for undertaking work in the High School. 
Under the present conditions, however, there seems no pos- 
sibility of introducing this form of organization in our 
<chools, since there is but a single building, no further con- 
solidation is possible and as one teacher teaches both Grades 
VII and VIII, the work can not be departmentalized with-— 
out injuring the work of the lower grades, as much or more | 
than the upper grades would profit by such a change, nor is 
it practicable for a teacher having the full regular work of — 
two grades to undertake with these grades work in a mod- 
ern language, as is generally provided in the Junior High 
School. This matter is one for which it will be necessary to — 
wait until such time as the number in attendance is suf-% 
ficiently large to admit of re-organization of the work. ! 


SCHOOL AND HOME GARDENS 


Some work was done outside in the way of home gar- | 
dens during the past summer. This was not a part of the 
regular school work, but was, however, engaged in by some | 
of the pupils. Work of this kind is highly profitable both | 
from an educational point of view and from the economie 
results which follow the establishment of gardens in the j 
home under the care of the children. ? 

Hon. J. J. Storrow, who is a member of the Public § 
Safety Committee has very pithily said that every boy over 
sixteen should either farm or fight. One of the important § 
factors in the present war is the matter of food production § 
and conservation. We of the east have fallen into the way 
of looking to the west for the production of a large part of 
our food supply. The unusual calls which war conditions 
have made upon our railroads have taxed these useful ser-! 
vants beyond their utmost capacity and we are suffering 
not a little from lack of transportation facilities. In order 
to relieve the railroads, it is necessary that the east, to 
jarger extent, than it has done for a number of years, pro 
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duce its own food supply. With the number of men who 
have been drawn from the farms for military service and 
the larger number still attracted to the ammunition factories 
by higher wages, a great shortage of farm labor exists 
Much of the farm labor in the New England States is of such 
a cha: eter that it can well be done by boys from twelve to 
sixtecn vears of age and in order that they may be most ef- 
fective, the schools should do what they can to train them 
and give them both knowledge and practice in raising vege- 
tables, so as to increase as much as possible the home supply 
of food stuffs, thus relieving the transportation system as 
well as increasing and conserving our food supply. 


Experience has demonstrated that the home gardens 
are very much more successful on the whole than the school 
vardens for the reason that the children there work under 
the supervision of the parents and can make odd minutes 
count in the care and cultivation of their gardens, and in 

this way do the work without interfering at all with their 
school duties. There is the further advantage that they are 
able to continue their care and provide for their watering 
during the summer. A small plot at the school for demon- 
_ stration purposes is very desirable, so that the teachers may 
give the children information and training in planting and 
cultivating their gardens. — 


: PHYSICAL TRAINING 
While the boys and girls of Burlington usually occupy 
themselves pretty well upon the playground in the little 
time they have, still the number of games which they play 
jis smaller than it should be. Some little friction might be 
| avoided if more attention was given to organized play upon 
|) the playground. Such games play a very beneficial part in 
the physical development of the children and also are help- 
1 ful in refreshing them for their work in school. 
i The subject of physical training and education should 


receive more attention than it has done in the past. A_ bill 
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was prepared by those interested in this subject and intro- 
duced in the Legislature last year. Though the amount of 
expense involved was very small, it was thrown out by the 
Ways and Means Committee, after having passed through 
the various other committees favorably. The subject is 
well worth the best attention of the schools. The world 
war which is raging at the present time has established in 
the minds of all without doubt, that a thorough, sound, and 
well developed physique is a prime requisite on the part of 
all the male citizens at least so that all may be able to take 
part in the defense of their country should necessity arise. 
Whether this war does or does not prove to be the last of 
international wars, the desirability of a thorough, sound, — 
and healthful physical development for each and every boy 
and girl is conceded by everyone. 

While much has been accomplished in the history of the 
world by people whose physique was far from what it 
vhould have been, it none the less remains true that a 
thorough, good, physical development is highly desirable 
tor everyone as a preparation for meeting the shocks which 
come to everyone in life’s stress and strain. To this end, it 
is desirable that a certain amount of time should be given 
every day to well devised physical exercises, even though 
the subject be not required by statutes of the State, even — 
though this should require the lengthening of the schooi 
hours in order not to take the time from the regular sub- 
jects of the school. 


THRIFT 


The sale of thrift stamps by the United States has been 
introdueed into the school, and is providing a means of train. 
ing the pupils in thrift. The plan of operation adopted by 
the United States Government under the direction of Mr. 
Frank Vanderlip, one of the best authorities of banking in 
the United States, 1s very similar to that used in manv 
smaller sums than twenty-five cents as a means of encourag- 
and developing the habit of savings by the children in the 
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public schools. The expense of having some stamps of 
smaller denominations printed to have the pupils save in 
smaller sums than twenty-five cents as a means of encourag- 
ing and helping them in acquiring the habits of earning and 
saving and as a means of helping them to save up their pen- 
nies until they are able to purchase the coveted Thrift, 
Stamp, would seem to me to warrant the small expense in 
having dies made and stamps printed for this purpose. 
These stamps can be used after the need of War Savings is 
over as a means of continuing the training in thrift and en- 
couraging the pupils to begin making savings for the sav- 
ings bank and laying by something for the proverbial rainy 
day which is sure to come into the lives of all. 


The teachers last year were given a well merited and 
much needed increase in pay. The increased cost of living, 
however, has more than off set this, so that in point of pur- 
chasing power, their salaries are really lower than before, 
whereas the teachers year by year increase in knowledge 
and skill. Their salaries ought to be keeping in proportion 
to their increased efficiency so that provision should be 
inade for a further increase in the coming year, in order that 
the teachers shall not be called upon to pay more than their 
‘lue proportion of the expenses of the war in which we are 
engaged. 

The work in Sewing, and in Manual Training has been 
earried on through the year along the same line and with 
the same hindrances as we mentioned last year. Until the 
building is enlarged, it is impossible to enlarge or improve 
the work in either of these branches. 

During the winter season, while the room in the attic is 
too cold for use for manual training, the boys in the seventh 
and eighth grades are re-finishing the surface of their desks 
which have become scratched and roughened by continuous 
use. During the year a bookcase has been constructed in 
the third room and the necessary parts planed and cut ready 
for one in the fourth room. Unfortunately, during the 
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summer, the parts of this case were in some way taken from 
the building, so that this work will have to be done over 
again. These eases are for the care of books interesting 
‘and helpful to the pupils in the different classes. 


The desks in the other rooms need a like attention and 
provision should be made for having their tops scraped and 
varnished, so as to keep them in thorough repair. They are 
both more comfortable for working on and more attactive 
when kept well varnished. 


The change to a six cent fare on the part of the Bay 
State Railway Company has increased the cost of transport- 
ing the pupils and the change in running time acts unfavor- 
ably on our school hours, which are short at best. With the 
increasing cost of car fare and the running of the cars at a 
time when it is not most convenient for the school, it seems 
as if the time was near when the town might consider 
whether or not it might not be more economical to provide 
motor propelled barges which would run at such time as 
would enable the school to lengthen its noon recess’ and 
make it possible to lengthen the amount of time given to the 
regular school work besides. 


In closing this report, I wish to express my appreciation 
of the confident support and encouragement of the School 
Committee and also to express my appreciation of the loyal 
and faithful work on the part of the supervisors and 
teachers. 3

It is worthy the attention of the American people that, 
in spite of enormous expenditures for war purposes, France

England, for the current year, increased her expenditures. 


for public education 30 per cent. over that for any preceding 
year. 


In the school year 1915-16, Massachusetts expended ap- 
proximately $27,000,000 for public education. This amount 
was increased to $28,500,000 for the school year 1916-17. 
This increase of approximately 6 per cent. shows the serious 
intention of our people to maintain a vigorous educational 
policy. In view of the present situation, Massachusetts 
cannot afford to relax in any degree her efforts to carry on 
her schools at the highest efficiency. 


Education is a long-time investment. Its purpose is to 
protect democracy through the right training of the youth. 
Kven temporary interference with this purpose, through 
inadequate financial support, may seriously impair the 
quality of our future citizenship. In the present crisis, it is 
imperative that towns and cities give careful consideration 
to the needs of the schools.

I herewith submit my report as Local Moth Superinten- 
dent. The moth condition of this Town is better than [ 
have ever seen since they appeared so bad twelve years ago. 
I have not been able to find a Brown-tail web this fall and 
I don’t see as many Gypsy Moths nests as usual. To en- 
courage tree planting the State Forester has offered this 
year four year old White and Scotch pines transplants at a 
very attractive price —$7.00 per thousand, plus expressage 
In order that as many people as possible may benefit from 
this offer the number of.trees limited which may be pur- 
chased by one person not less than 1000 or more than 10,000. 


Planted eight feet apart about 680 per acre. Six feet 
apart 1210 trees are required. 


I would suggest that the Town plant a memorial Grove 
on ‘‘Simonds’ Memorial Park’’ (provided there is no legal 
objection) for the Soldiers of the World’s War.

Report of the Superintendent 
of Schools 


To the Members of the Burlington School Committee : 
Gentlemen : 


I herewith present for your consideration this, the 
twenty-eighth annual report of the Superintendent of 
Schoo!s for this town and the ninth of the present superin- 
tendent. 

The year just closed has been one in which the regular 
v.ork of the school has been hindered to some extent from 
several causes. It is impossible that a Nation should engage 
in a war of any kind without more or less disturbing the 
social and educational activities of the country, especially 
war which reaches such magnitude as that in which our 
Nation has been engaged for the past three years. 

Though none of our teachers were taken by the draft or 
lead to leave their chesen occupation for the greater finan- 
cial returns or opportunities for engaging in direct work 
connected with relhef of the wounded or suffering, still the 
var was not without its effects upon our school. 

The first thing to engage the attention of the schools 
was the sale of Thrift and War Savings Stamps. This was 
urged upon the schools by the President and others under 
him engaged in the work of prosecuting and sustaining the 
war activities of our Nation. Anything to help to win the 
war, so long as it called for no more than earnest service 
and self-denial on the part of the boys and girls, made a 
strong appeal to the children and they earnestly engaged in 
the work of saving and earning money, in order that they 
might help to win the war by their savings. The Burlington 
School made a very ereditable record for themselves in com- 
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parison with other schools in the State in the amount per 
capita and the generality in which the pupils engaged in the 
sale of Thrift and War Savings Stamps. The total amount 
saved by the pupils during the year 1918 was $946.50. This 
work was not without real value to the pupils in that it 
ineuleated habits of thrift and economy, and, also, stimu- 
lated the pupils to develop as far as possible their power to 
earn money for the end which they sought, so that while the 
time and energy spent in developing this did not gain 
towards the regular work of the school, yet in a broader 
way, it was an unusual opportunity to teach lessons which 
are of great value in the education of every child. This 
work will be continued through the coming year and after 
it has ceased to be used as a means of obtaining money for 
war expenses, it is hoped that some form of Stamp Savings 
System can be put into operation so that lessons in thrift 
may be continued in this very practical way after the need 
for obtaining money for war expenses is passed. 


After this came the work of the Red Cross. This work 
was taken up by the teachers and pupils and earried through 
very successfully. The school was enrolled as a school 
auxiliary of the North Middlesex Chapter of the American 
Red Cross. This may be said, like the Thrift and War Sav- 
ings Stamp work, was not without its beneficial influence 
on the children and developed their sympathies for those 
‘who were fighting and suffering for the Country as well as 
broaden their sympathies for children of other lands who 
were suffering such hardships both on account of hardships 
incident to war and the suffering caused by the cruelties of 
the unspeakable Turk, encouraged, if not instigated, and of- 
ten increased by scientific cruelty by the Germans. The 
different classes in school engaged in various forms of war 
relief and contributed as far as opportunities permitted to 
the work of the Red Cross in the town. In the older classes. 
special attention has been given to the history and geo- 
graphy of the different countries engaged in the great war 
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end an effort made to impress its lessons upon the minds of 
the children. , , | 

The work of the Fall term was very much broken up by 
the epidemic of Spanish Influenza, which has been more or 
less prevalent since the latter part of September. For a 
time it was deemed wisest to close the school as recom- 
mended by the Governor and the State Board of Health 
Since the re-opening of the school, the attendance has been 
more or less. irregular and the percentage of attendance 
much below normal. An earnest effort is being made on 
the part of pupils and teachers to make good the time lost, 
and it is hoped that before the year ends, it will be possible 
in a large measure to make up for the time lost by working 
on somewhat narrower lines by giving greater attention to 
essentials and inereased effort on the part of pupils and 
teachers. 

The most severe loss which the school has met during 
the year, was the loss of Miss Twining, who has for the last 
twelve years esa principal of the school. On another page 
will be found a sketch of her life and work in our school. 

There has-been little change in the textbooks used or in 
the general. plan of work followed during the year just 
closed. The course in Reading has been somewhat strength. 
ened and broadened and the Nichol’s Arithmetic has been 
substituted entirely for the Werner. 

The work in Manual Training which the boys of Grades 
Vil and VIII have engaged in somewhat irregularly while 
the girls are engaged in Sewing, was given up during the 
Fall term on account of lack of time on the part of the Sup- 
erintendent to give instruction in this work. In order to 
make it worth while to engage the services of a regular in- 
structor for this work, it would be necessary to have a room 
which could be made comfortably warm all the year around, 
and in which the amount of light was adequate. There be- 
ing no room available at present as the building is construc- 
ted, it seems wisest to leave this matter in obeyance until the 
building is enlarged and proper rooms are available for in 
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struction in this line. The attendance at school this year 
is steadily increasing and the number of pupils of school 
age is as large as can well'be accommodated in the present 
building. If the ending of the war brings about the revival 
of building construction, as is reasonable to expect, it will 
be necessary in the immediate future for the town to take 
steps to enlarge the school accommodations by adding on 
two or four rooms in the rear of the present building. The 
present heating plant is well worn and scarcely adequate to 
heat the building in’ severe winter weather. Whenever the 
building is enlarged it would be more economical to put in 
an entirely new system, using steam in place of the furnace 
system in use at present. Better provision could then be 
made for the work both in Manual Training and possibly 
provision could be made for giving lessons in cooking, as 
well as in Sewing, and a room for this work could be pro- 
vided so that pupils in Burlington might have as wide a 
range of opportunities as schools in larger communities. 

In the past this country has been able to draw a large 
percentage of its skilled craftsmen from European countries. 
The large number of lives lost in the war, the large number 
of others crippled to such an extent as will prevent them 
from engaging in occupations in which they were employed, 
together with the destruction of property and the entire 
cessation of manufacturing except such things as were called 
for in support of Navy and Military activities of the Nations 
engaged, will make it impossible for some years for this 
country to obtain any supply of skilled labor from Europe 
owing to the large demand that will exist for such labor in 
their own countries. It is more necessary on this account 
that the schools of America should find out what pupils have 
special aptitude for this kind of work and should give what- 
ever assistance the schools may to the pupils in finding out 
the kind of service they are best adapted to render and so 
far as they may do, giving them the preparation which will 
best fit, them for rendering such service. 
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One of the ways in which the war has seriously effected 
our schools is in calling away from the service of schools a 
large number of those who have been engaged in teaching in 
the schools. Most of the men and not a few of the women 
were called into the war activities. The men generally entered 
the Army or the Navy, and the women took various positions. 
in the quartermaster’s department or in clerical service in 
Washington. A large number were also called into com- 
mercial pursuits to take places made vacant by young 
men who were called into the National Service. The 
eall of the Nation to the young men and the more 
luerative positions offered to young women to _ en- 
gage in other lines of work has greatly reduced the number 
entering upon the teaching profession. The normal schools. 
during the last two years have found the number in atten- 
dance very greatly reduced, in some eases to such an extent 
that it has been seriously questioned whether or not it was. 
not wiser to close them for the time being on account of the 
small attendance. This has been true not only in our own 
State, but in practically every State in the Union, so that it 
has become exceedingly difficult to secure satisfactory- 
teachers for such positions as have become vacant. 


The rapid rise in prices for the last four years has also 
made it almost impossible for teachers to live upon the 
meagre salaries which have been paid to them. It has been 
rather fashionable during the past few years to indulge in 
a good deal of destructive criticism of the public schools. 
The great war in which we have been engaged has given a 
very severe test upon the qualitiy of the men and women 
which the schools have turned out. The way in which those 
who have been so recently in our schools met this severe 
test indicates plainly that while there is every reason why 
the schools should strive earnestly to improve their work, 
yet the results are such as to indicate that the schools have 
made a good return for the investment which the people 
have made in them, and indeed, good enough so that the pub-

lic should sustain the schools and give them such liberal sup- 
port as will enable them to do stronger and better work, It 
is a tru’sm to say that as the teacher is so is the school. If 
we would improve the schools, we must improve the quality 
of the teachers who are to give inspiration and direction to 
the work of the schools. Under present day conditions 
with the salaries now paid to teachers, it is necessary for 
those engaced in teaching to spend their summer vacations 
in some kind of commercial or industrial pursuit, in order 
to make both ends meet and to engage in other economies 
during the year which take time and attention from the 
teachers, which might otherwise be spent in making and de- 
veloping plans for better school work. It is a character- 
istic of the Americans to want the best and as a rule they 
are willing to pay the price. This is just as applicable to 
the schools as to any other industry and if the schools are 
to be improved and strengthened we must elevate the quality 
of the teaching staff and must provide for such compensa- 
tion as will induce the best men and women to enter upon 
the teaching profession as a life work. 


VIOLET A. TWINING 


In the death of Miss Twining the schools lost a faithful 
and efficient teacher, the teachers a stanch supporter and a 
friend and the town a loyal citizen and a faithful servant. 

Miss Twining was born in Burlington and attended the 
schools in her native town. After completing her High 
School course at Woburn, she attended the Normal School at 
Lowell, where she made an excellent record as a student and 
was graduated in the class of 1903. 

She at once took up the work of teaching in the schools 
of Berlin, New Hampshire. In 1906 she was elected to suc- 
ceed Miss Preston as teacher of the grammar grades. For 
twelve years she had been principal of the Burlington Union 
School and teacher of Grades VII, VIII, and IX, until the 
school adopted the eight year schedule, since which time she 
had taught Grades VII and VIII. 
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She had a vigorous personality and was morally and 
spiritually earnest and exerted a strong and beneficent in- 
fluence upon all who came under her influence. In dis- 
cipline she was firm but just. She was a hater of sham or 
pretence and did earnestly whatever she undertook. In her 
teaching she was accurate and thorough; a faithful worker 
herself, she insisted upon good work by her pupils and not 
a few of her pupils will later in life look back with thank- 
fulness to the lessons inculeated by her in their school days. 
She was buoyant in disposition and met life’s difficulties in 
an optimistic spirit and won success by refusing to turn 
aside because of difficulties in the path of duty. Strong 
and courageous herself, she was able to inspire her pupils 
to master the obstacles in education which are never want- 
ing on the pathway of knowledge. On the passing of one 
so well equipped for helpful service to her fellows, one can- 
not but feel that she is gone to fill some place of larger use- 
fulness in the life to which she has gone. 


The increased expense to the town by the raising of the 
fares on the trolley line and the uncertainty as to the future 
of the Bay State Street Railway Co., makes it seem desir- 
able for the town to consider carefully the advisability of 
purchasing a motor barge for the transportation of the chil- 
dren from the outlaying sections of the town. The number of 
towns which find this mode of transportation more. satis- 
factory than the horse drawn vehicles and trolleys is stead- 
ily increasing. : 

Now that the war is over and labor becoming more plen- 
tiful, it would seem that the grading and beautifying of the 
erounds about the school building might be undertaken. The 
building is well located and with a little expenditure for 
shrubs might be made very attractive. A little money spent 
on beautifying the school grounds would yield as large edu- 
cational returns as any that can be expended. 

~ The school census shows a slight gain in the number of 
children of school age residing in the town, The census of 
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April, 1918, shows that the whole number enumerated at that 
time was 126. These are classified as follows; Between the 
ages of five and seven years, 14, of which number 9 are boys 
and 5 girls; between the ages of seven and fourteen, 103, of 
whom 53 are boys and 50 girls; between fourteen and six- 
teen, 9, of these 6 are boys and 3 girls. 

A comparison of the statistical tables with those of last 
year shows a marked falling off in the aggregate days of 
attendance. This was due to the closing of the schools for 

four weeks on account of the prevalence of Spanish Influ- 
enza. The average daily attendance is slightly greater. 
The total membership for the Fall term is greater by 18 and 
the average membership greater by 15. These figures 
show more than an average increase, notwithstanding the 
fact that the influenza has continued to a greater or less ex- 
tent throughout the Fall term, 

Before closing this report, I wish to express my appre- 
ciation of the cordial support given me by the School Com- 
mittee and of the hearty co-operation of the Supervisors and 
teachers. I wish, also, to express my thanks to the Librar- 
ian for the pains she has taken to make the Library of the 
town serve the interests of the Schools.

There 
were thirty-eight Fire permits issued. I would suggest that 
people be more careful about throwing matches in the grass 
and leaves.

Report of the Welcome Hoite to 
Returned Soldiers and Sailors of 
the World War of 1917-1918 


At the annual Town Meeting in March 1919 it was voted 
to appoint a committee to arrange for a Welcome Home _ ob- 
servance of the return of the Soldiers and Sailors who served 
in the Great World War from the Town of Burlington. 
The Moderator of the meeting appointed the following com- 
mittee: Arthur W. Nichols, Joseph M. MacDowell, Ira Deck- 
er, Samuel }’. Sewall, John F. Tessier, Selwyn H. Graham, 
Mrs. Mary L. Pollock, Mrs. Eva MacDowell, Mrs. Richard 
T. Broeg, Charles E. Gill. 

The committee organized with the choice of Arthur W. 
Nichols, Chairman and Treasurer, Joseph M. MacDowell, 
Secretary. 

At the first meeting of the committee various plans were 
discussed and it was decided that the $300.00 appropriated 
at the Town Meeting was insufficient to give a proper ob- 
servance—therefore the committee discussed plans to raise 
- more funds, resulting finally in a decision to hold Dance and 
_ Whist Parties and solicit subscriptions. 

The citizens of the town entered most willingly and _ en- 


thusiastically into the work of raising of more funds with 
the result that the $300.00 was increased to $560.00 Inquiries 
of the proper officials showed there were no records on file, 
therefore extra work and time was added to the committee 
in compiling proper records of each soldier and sailor in 
Burlington. After careful and diligent work of the commit- 
tee with the aid of the Adjt.-Generals office a complete reec- 
ord of each soldier and sailor was compiled. With sufficient 
funds and records complete and most of the boys home it was 
decided to hold the Welcome Home on Saturday, July 12, 
1919. A concert by the Woburn National Band was given on 
the Town Hall Green at2to5 P.M. From 8 to 6 P. M. var- 
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ious athletic sports and contests took place, engaging the 
interest and enthusiasm of a large body of the younger men 
and boys and girls of the town. ; 


The banquet was given on the Town Hall Green at 6 P. 
M. at which 215 guests were sresent. Arthur W. Nichols 
presided and acted as Toastmaster. The speakers were: 
Hon. Bernard J. Golden, Mayor of Woburn; Capt. Wilford 
A. Walker of Co. F, 318th Inf., Major Robert Henderson of 
the 14th Engineers and State Rep. Fred J. Brown of 
Woburn. 


Although the exercises at the banquet were unusually 
long, the speakers held the attention of the large gathering, 
and the only regret is that better opportunity could not have 
been given some of the speakers who were kind enough to 
favor Burlington with their presence. 


The reception exercises were held in the Town Hall at 3 
P.M. Address of Greeting: by Chairman Arthur W. Nich- 
ols. Address of Welcome by Senator Charles L. Gifford of 
Cotuit, Mass. . Presentation of Medals by Col. Edward L. 
Logan of the 101st Infantry. 

- A fitting climax to the Welcome Home celebration was 
the presentation of a souvenir program to the citizens of 
Burlington containing a photograpn and the record of each 
soldier and sailor of Burlington. ~ Each boy was presented 
with a bronze medal suitably inscribed and bearing the town 
seal; to the families of Leonard L. Millican and Kenneth 
MacKenzie a gold medal suitably inscribed was given. 

At the time of the Welcome Home on July 12, two of 
our boys, Charles E. Reed and J. Gordan Brewer were in 
the service and across the seas. On their return the commit- 
tee deemed it proper that the town should have a welcome 
home for them. With no funds available your committee 
was obliged to raise suitable funds. This they were success- 
ful in doing with generous contributions from the local 
Branch of the Red Cross and the Burlington Grange No. 
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351: the former contributing $40.00 and the latter $25.00. 
The second Welcome Home was held Armistice Day, Nov. 
11, 1919, in Town Hall at 7.30 P. M. In view of the fact that 
it was the first anniversary of the ending of the Great World 
War appropriate exercises were held for the occasion in con- 
junction with the Welcome Home. Your committee wishes 
to state that at the present time one of our boys, A. Ells- 
worth Foster is still in the service and we hope on his dis- 


charge the town will recognize his return home in an appro- 
priate manner. 


At this time your committee wishes to thank all the citi- 
zens and the two organizations for their generous contribu- 
tions: also the words of praise that have been given the com- 
mittee, ) | e

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Report of the Superintendent 
of Schools 


To the Burlington School Committee : 


I herewith present for vour careful consideration this, | 
the 29th in the series of annual reports by the Superin: 
tendent of Schools for this town and the 10th by the 
present superintendent. 

The year just closed has been one of steady growth. 
The work of the year was much hindered by irregularity of 
attendance due to the prevalence of colds, ete. following the 
epidemic of influenza. The frequent changes in the princi- 
palship during the first half of the school year, the illness of 
two teachers for long periods, and the change of teachers in 
the only remaining positions did much to hinder the work of 
the year. The excellent spirit of the pupils, the skill and 
earnestness of the new principal and teacher together with 
the faithfulness of the substitutes did much to overcome 
these difficulties and a good year’s work was accomplished. 

There has been no marked changes in the program of 
work, the methods employed, or the textbooks used in the 
schools. All were sorry to lose the services of Miss Linda 
Smith from the schools and wish her well in her new field. 

The number of pupils has been steadily increasing from 
yearto year until all the rooms are now well filled and the 
smallest room that is occupied by Grades III. and IV. is 
badly overcrowded, so much so that it creates a situation 
unfavorable to th ehealth of both teacher and pupils. The 
number in Grades 1 and 11 is so large that one teacher can 
longer do her best work with either one with so many of the 
other present. The number in Grade 1, entering in Septem- 
ber, was sufficiently large to give full employment to a 
teacher. The work in these grades is especially important 
since it is the basis for the subsequent work, and the time 
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when the school habits and standards of work are in process 
of formation. In no undertaking is the necessity for a good 
foundation of greater importance than in the education of a 
child. There are other lines of education work also that are 
held in abeyance because of lack of room in the present 
building. Further the present system is inadequate for a 
building in so exposed a situation. It is apparent that the 
time has arrived when the citizens of the town must take up 
for consideration and action the matter of enlarged school 
accommodations. Fortunately the present building was so 
planned as to be readily enlarged by a duplication of the 
present unit of four rooms. In making this extension using 
the present front and back corridor as an axis, it will be 
necessary to place between the two halves a_ short con- 
necting link in which a supply room, a teachers room, a 
room for the use of the Committee and the Superintendent 
and a principal’s office could be placed. The partition 
which now euts off a part of one of the school rooms for a 
supply room could then be removed and the room restored 
to standard size. 

In planning the addition to the building, better provision 
should be made for the cloak rooms. These should either be 
placed in the school rooms though cut off by a proper parti- 
tion or be placed between the schoolrooms and having a door 
opening into them from the schoolroom without going out 
into the main corridor. The walls of the corridor and stair- 
ways should be plastered upon wire or expanded metal lath- 
ing as a means of decreasing the fire risk. 

Provision should also be made either in the basement or 
upon the third floor for a room for manual training for the 
boys and another to be used for sewing and cooking classes. 
The cooking room should provide accommodations for 
serving hot chocolate, soups, ete., for the teachers and pupils 
who bring their lunches to school. Both would be in better 
condition for the afternoons work if such provision were 
made, 
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While care should be taken that there is ample space in 
the basement for a boiler room with a conveniently placed 
coal pocket, equal care should also be taken that the base- 
ment should provide two good play rooms for the use of the 
pupils on rainy days. 

Two boilers should be provided as a matter of economy. 
One would be amply sufficient for supplying the necessary 
heat and means of ventilation during the spring and fall 
months and the other to provide the additional heat required 
for December, January, February and March. The amount 
of fuel saved would soon equal the cost of the other boiler, 
A second boiler is worth while as a means of safety in case 
the other should fail for any reason. 

The cost of building is high, very high, but it is very 
doubtful whether anything could be saved by finishing up 
only part of the rooms. 

The chief factors in the construction of such an addition 
as is proposed are the cost of lumber and that of labor. 
Since we are using lumber so much faster than we are pro- 
viding for a future supply, it is not probable that we shall 
soon if ever be able to get lumber cheaper than today. The 
prospect of cheaper labor is but little better than that for 
cheaper lumber, for it seems generally admitted that 1mmi- 
eration must be greatly restricted for some years at least. 
Burlington is a well to do town and abundantly able to pro- 
vide adequate school accommodations for its children. Its 
citizens have always responded generously to all worthy 
appeals and will no doubt be ready to meet this eall in the 
same spirit as heretofore. 

TEACHERS’ SALARIES 

For twenty years previous to the beginning of the great 
Kuropean War, there had been a slow rise in wages and sal- 
aries generally including those paid to teachers, though the 
inerease in the compensation of teachers did not keep pace 
with that of those in most other lines of service. The forma- 
tion of unions and collective bargaining enforced by strikes 
' were the agencies by which the increases were gained in 
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many kinds of employment. The teachers of the country 
declined to use these means, considering them degrading for 
persons in their profession. ‘The rise in the general! scale of 
prices kept pace with the increase in salaries as might nat- 
urally have been expected. 

The manufacture of war material urgently needed by the 
ailles brought a great demand tor amunition workers and lil 
less degree tor skilied workmen of nearly all kinds. When 
our country was iorced into the war by the sublmarine at. 
tacks upon our ships, there was a still greater demand and 
higher pay was no sooner aSked than it was granted, since 
the supply of workers was diminished by the loss of about 
tWO miluon of our young men under arms and aiso the Loss o1 
many thousands of women engaged as nurses, clerks, etc. 


Many teachers went into government service at salaries 
double the compensation they had been receivins =s teachers. 
Many Who wouid have prepared ior teaching in coliege or 
normal school were induced by the more liberai compeusa- 
tion oitered in other lines of service to take up work which 
they couid enter upon without spending any time in prepara- 
tion. ‘lo such an extent was this the case that the attendance 
in the normal schools ieli off thirty to fitty per cent and the 
number preparing in college for teaching showed even a 
greater decline. 'The higher salaries offered induced many 
who had prepared to teach to enter the better paid service. 
‘hough the salaries of those who remained in the work of 
teaching have risen from thirty to forty per cent. since the 
war began, if we reckon by the number of dollars per year 
each one receives, if we take into account the purchasing 
power of the dollar, we find that the salaries of the teachers 
are now much lower than in ante bellum days. It was expect- 
ed that when the war was over there would be a general re- 
turn to teaching on the part of those who had gone into com- 
mercial or government service. To those who remained in 
the teaching profession, they now say, ‘‘ Why should I return 
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when | am now getting twice the compensation I received 
and find the work much less wearing and in every way easi- 
er? ‘Lhe nuniber preparing for teaching in the normal schools 
aud colleges was expected to return to the size of pre-war 
classes, but has not done so and a falling off in quality as 
well as in numbers is reported by many of the normal schools. 
Smith College had a sufficient number of students preparing 
for teaching to keep two protessors employed for full time 
with these classes. lhe number now preparing for teaching 
is so siiall that one-sixth of the time of one professor is suffi- 
cient t care for all the students preparing to _ be teachers. 
heports trom other colleges show a similar falling off in the 
number taking pedagogical courses. The same conditions 
prevail in every State in the Union. Many schools could not 
open in September because no teacher coula be secured. 
Krom reports received by the Department of Ed=cation from 
‘Superintendents throughout the several States of the Union, 
it is estimated that there is a shortage of 100,000 teachers 
and many schools have been able to keep open only by em- 
ployang teachers so poor that they would not ordinarily have 
been able to secure employment as teachers. Secretary Lane 
OL the Mepartment of the Interior is authority tor the state- 
ment that 14%4,L0U teachers have within the past year resign- 
ed their positions to engage in other lines of service in which 
the compensation is more liberal: The teachers must not be 
censured for leaving the work. They have not any accumu- 
lated capital or reserve fund to draw upon and must meet 
their bills as others do, or whether others do or not. Unable 
to get a living by teaching, they are leaving the profession 
literally by thousands, and are not finding it difficult to se- 
cure more lucrative positions. 


Reports from the High Schools in respect to the number 
preparing to enter normal school next year show a still more 
discouraging outlook. 
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From what has been said, it is plain that a serious condi- 
tion has developed in respect to the welfare of one of our fun- 
damental institutions, the public school. The statement of the 
cause of the condition suggests plainly the remedy. Those 
who have prepared themselves for teaching and have proved 
their etficiency have been unable to live respectably upon 
their salaries and in consequence hae given up this work to 
engage in other work which will enable them to live more 
comtortably. The remedy is plainly to increase the compensa- 
tion tor teachers to a point that wil induce the best and 
brightest of our young men and women to engage in this im- 
portant calling and sutficient to entice those who had proved 
their efficiency as teachers to return to their former pro- 
~fession. What will it cost? Can we afford it? Since it is the 
education ot our children, that 1s in question, and they are to 
be the supporters of the republic if it is to exist, there can be 
no question of affording it. We simply can’t afford not to do 
it unless the same results or better can be accomplished by 
some other agency. The private school so far as heretofore 
developed is very much more expensive than our public 
schools and on the whole less effective. They, too, must have 
teachers and over and above the cost of the schools there 
must be a margin of profit for the proprietor of the private 
school as well as interest on the investment. How much must 
it be? At least sufficient to enable those engaged in teaching 
to live in as comfortable and respectable a manner as those 
who are educated and efficient in other callings and to pro- 
vide for a reserve against illness and for their support when 
they have reached the age when they can no longer continue 
in the service. 


. Under present conditions this cannot be done much, if 
any, under $1500.00 per year. This will seem to some extreme 
but if one looks into the salaries paid to women and men ot 
like education and efficiency who are engaged in commer- 
cial pursuits, he will find that it is useless to expect to win 
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back those of proved value for less or induce others to pre- 
pare to fill their places unless they are assured of a salary 
that will enable them to live as becomes those to whom we 
would commit our children for their education and to whom 
we commit the future of our republic. 


TRANSPORTATION 

The statistical report as what has been said heretofore in 
respect to full and overcrowded rooms in the school show a 
marked increase in the number of children of school age in 
the town. Unfortunately, at least for convenience in getting 
to school. the growth in numbers has not to any extent tak- 
en place in the central part, but rather on its out-skirts. <A 
steadily increasing number are situated so much nearer to 
Woburn Schools that they attend those paying tuition rath- 
er than travel so far. Another group is situated well over to 
the Wilmington border. There are other children quite as 
far from the school as are the children of either of these 
sroups. From two of these groups petitions have been pre- 
sented to the Committee asking that their children may be 
oiven better transportation facilities. The distance which 
many of these children are required to walk in addition to 
that they go upon the trolley is greatly beyond what thev 
might travel safely so far as the distance itself is concerned, 
but the roads, especially during the winter months, are such 
as to make the going hard for young children. The walk-of a 
mile and a half or so through heavy roads and then the 
standing for perhaps twenty or even thirty minutes in the 
cold while waiting for the car to be followed by aride ina 
eold car and another walk, short it is true, not long enough 
to warm up, brings the small children to school in poor con- 
dition for undertaking the days work. To make the return 
trip after the days work with only a cold luncheon at noon 
makes altogether a strain upon the pupil’s vitality which he 
is poorly fitted to stand and militates against his success in 
school work and is unfavorable to his best growth and de- 
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velopment. If the child cannot be dressed suitably for such a 
trip and must be kept at home in unfavorable weather, he 
loses interest in his work and falls behind his elass. The 
whole result is poor economy for the town as well as for the 


pupil. 


The trolley service is infrequent and in bad weather nec- 
essarily irregular. There seems little promise of improvement 
in prospect in the near future. 


The barge service has been well and carefully operated, 
but with a load of 16 or. 20, is neessarily slow especially in 
bad weather and roads, and the pupils picked up first have a 
long cold ride mornings and evenings. 


To make the transportation satisfactory two things are 
essential, one is more motor driven barges and better roads 
for them to travel upon. Both entail considerable expense 
but I believe will repay the investment. 


In presenting this his tenth annual report to the Commit- 
tee, the Superintendent of schools closes his term of service. 
The reports of the success of those who are attending the 
High Schools of Lexington and Woburn gives proof of the 
faithful, earnest, and efficient work on the part of the prin- 
cipal and the teachers. Another important factor in bring- 
ing about whatever success the schools have attained is due 
to the very pleasant relations which so generally exist be- 
tween the teachers and pupils and tothe cordial support 
given by the parents and Committee. Co-oneratic~ is the key 
to success in all civic institutions. The Suner:..«"dert hefore 
elosing wishes to thank the teachers, sunervisors, and Com- 
mittee for their unvarving kindness and eourtesv; for their 
loval support and hearty co-operation, also the citizens of 
the town for the generous support they have given the 
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schools during the years it has been my pleasant lot to work 
with and for them. I wish to bespeak for my successor, Mr. 
Vining, the same cordial support which has been accorded 
me.

An appropriation of $100.00 was made at the annual 
town meeting for demonstration work under the direction of 
the Middlesex County Bureau of Agriculture and Home Eco- 
nomics. E. B. Parke was elected Director. Following is a 
report of the work done by this organization in the town. 

Agents of the Bureau made fifty-eight farm and home 
visits. 

The Agricultural Agent conducted a poultry culling 
demonstration and a potato field meeting and spoke at three 
other meetings. He also tested the soil on three farms. 

The Horticultural Agent conducted a pruning demon- 
stration and bridge-grafting demonstration. 

Eighty-seven boys and girls received treatment from the 
Bureau Dental Clinic. 

Boys’ and Girls’ clubs were organized for the first time. 
Mrs. James 8. Rogers of Billerica was employed as local lead- 
er. Boys and girls have been engaged in the following ac- 
tivities under the direction of Agents from the County 
Bureau: canning 11; garden 7; pig 4; home economies 12; 
poultry 8.. Fifteen meetings have been held with boys and 
girls, anda public exhibition was held in cooperation with 
the Grange... Walter Johnson wona two-day trip to the 
State College for high-grade work in gardening and Joseph 
Skenderian won a similar trip for his work in the pig club.

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Moth Department Report 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 
Gentlemen : 

I beg leave to submit my report as Moth Superintendent. 
The condition with regard to Gypsy Moth is about the same 
aS ayearago. There was a colony of moths on the Lexing- 
ton line, one on the Muller Road and one on the Wilmington 
Road. 

The winter of 1919-1920 was severe and trial collections 
were made to determine amount of winter killing. Above 
snow protection about two-thirds of the eggs perished while 
below line of snow protection about one-half the eggs were 
killed. 

With regards to Parasite Apanletes are scarce except on 
the Muller Road where they almost killed a pocket of Gypsy 
Moths. Beetle lava was noted in most every place but I 
don’t think it is as plentiful as last year. Anastus have in- 
ereased from fourteen per cent to twenty-four per cent. The 
Brown Tail Moth reappeared on the Cummings’ Farm last 
summer in great numbers, but the fungus disease got in to 
them and did good work. However, the State and Federal 
Commissions are determined to have their webs cut off and 
destroyed this winter so it will be well for orchardists to cut 
them off and destroy them, because if not I shall be Hae 
to have them cut off and destroyed at their expense. 

Commissioner Bazeley and Professor Burgess want all 
towns to make appropriations for cutting the brush along the 
roadsides. They say that the State has cut and cleaned up 
the roadside and now the towns should have civie pride 
enough to keep them clean. Some of the towns that had 
their meetings in March made a small appropriation for this 
work but as Burlington’s town meeting was held before the 
request was made nothing could be done.

TRANSPORTATION 


This problem is still with us. The laws of the Common- 
wealth say that two miles may not be an unreasonable dis- 
tance for a child to walk to school. The parent of the child 
may think different. 

At the beginning of the School year the committee es- 
tablished a zone of one and one-half miles from the school — 
building as a reasonable distance for the children to walk, 
A number of the parents were not satisfied with this arrange 
ment, and we believe the only satisfactory solution of this 
matter, will be to place this question before the citizens to 
decide if it is their desire to appropriate money enough to 
transport every child to and from school. The committee 
appointed at the last annual meeting will report on enlarging 
the School Building. This matter can no longer be post- 
poned. The third and fourth grades now in the Town Hall 
are working under difficulties which must be relieved as 
soon as it is possible to o so.

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Report of the Superintendent of Schools 


TO THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE, BURLINGTON, MASS. 


Gentlemen : 


. I have the honor to present to you the thirtieth annual 
report of the Superintendent of Schools of Burlington for 
the year ending December 31, 1920. 

History teaches us that the inevitable aftermath of a 
great war is social demoralization. We have not yet re- 
covered from war conditions and the schools along with 
other social institutions are seriously affected. The spirit 
of unrest, high prices both of material and labor, and the 
shortage of teachers have made particularly difficult for the 
past two years the administration of our schools. Yet with 
the exception of the closing of our schools from February 
Sth to March 16th, necessitated by the unusual weather con- 
ditions, the year has been one of uninterrupted and satis- 
factory work. Rarely is it the good fortune of a school 
system in these days of broken conditions and _ teacher 
shortage to maintain intact its teaching force from Jan- 
uary to December. It is a source of regret that at this 
time Miss Ruth M. Kitchin withdraws to accept a position 
in Winthrop. Mrs. Ethel McKeen, who formerly substituted 
in the school, has been secured for the remainder of the 
year. . 
In June, a class of 12 was graduated all of whom have 
gone this year to High School, 11 to Woburn and one to 
Lexington. Our immediate task seems to be in general to~ 
fit our young people for healthful living and useful service 
- and, in particular, for entrance to Woburn High School on 
equality with Woburn pupils. 

With this in view I have twice visited the Woburn High 
Sehool and spent one half day in the 8th grade. Mr. Bean 
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speaks commendable of the work done by the Burlington 
pupils. The records of the High School indicate that Eng- 
list is giving the first year pupils the greatest difficulty. We 
are, therefore, giving more attention this year to the Eng- 
lish, particularly oral and written composition and litera- 
ture. Our arithmetic measured by the Peet & Dearborn 
standardized tests is considerably above the average. With 
profit, I believe, we may devote slightly more time to 
history. 

Much attention is being given this year at the Woburn 
High School to muscular movement penmanship. Our pupils 
who attend Lexington High School where the system has 
been in use for several years, are facing a like requirement. 
We have at present no system, although the writing as a 
whole is commendably neat and legible. Were it not for 
the fact that practically all our pupils go on to high school 
and nine-tenths of them into the commercial course I should 
feel it would be wise to continue as has been done. But 
our pupils will be increasingly year by year to a disadvan- 
tage; in fact they may with this handicap come to be re- 
garded as undesirable at the High School where they are 
attending. The muscular movement system of writing is 
the only one that is generallly recognized by commercial 
schools, business houses and state courses of study. The 
so-called Palmer Method is the best systematized and most 
generally used in the state. A free correspondence course 
is offered to all teachers by the Palmer Company, and those 
who complete this are almost invariably successful in teach- 
ing others. It is taught with suecess only. by the teachers 
who are sufficiently interested to prepare for their work. 
For others to attempt it is waste of time and effort. One 
diffieulty in introducing the system is the seemingly slight 
accomplishment during the early grades. Posture, speed, 
and last of all letter formation is taken up. During the first 
four or five grades parents feel that the pupil is making 


httle headway ; from that time on advancement is rapid, the 
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writing is smooth, and the execution easy. As soon as our 
teachers. can prepare for the work I should advise its in- 
troduction. 

There should be a slight increase in the appropriation 
for text books. Many now in use are old editions and in 
poor condition and need replacing as soon as there is a 
decline in the present excessive cost. In grades three and 
four a beginning has been made in changing the text book 
in musie, the Progressive Course being adopted. As the 
books in the other grades become unfit for use they will be 
displaced by other books of the series. 

I believe every school gets a better proportioned and 
better corrolated development, grade by grade, by having 
a definite course of study. I would recommend the adop- 
tion of the so-called Baltimore County course. It is detailed 
enough to be of real assistance, especially to the young 
teacher. It is being used in many towns in this state with 
much suecess. It is especially adaptable to the schools of 
the smaller towns. 

There is throughout the country a great shortage of 
“well trained, experienced teachers. In the smaller towns 

it is not merely a question of securing well prepared tea- 

chers, but of securing teachers of any sort. In spite of the 
fact that some of the teachers who were ealled into coin- 
mercial and industrial lines by the high war time salaries are 
returning to teaching and that the attendance at the Normal 
Schools this year is slightly greater, there can be little relief 
in the supply of teachers for two years at least. 

Only towns willing to advance salaries can hope to — 
retain their efficient teachers. While salary increases can 
be urged in justice to the teacher as her adequate compe.- 
sation, I would base the plea rather on the vital importance 
of the teacher’s work and the menace to our schools of mai.- 
taining low rates. | 

Burlington, during the past year, has treated hr 
teachers generously, giving to all increases of at least 
$300.00. The town has, however, received reimbursement 
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from the State, on these salaries, to the amount of $860.00. 

Legislation to be introduced into the present session of 
the General Court will provide for a minimum salary of 
$800.00 and reimbursement of $250.00, $300.00 and $350.00 
instead of the present rates of $150.00, $200.00, and $250 00. 
Towns which do not continue to raise their salaries will be 
unable to hold or replace able teachers. 

On the other hand teachers who are recipients of such 
increases are under moral: and professional obligations to 
keep well abreast of current educational advances and 
deliver the best service of which they are capable. I wish 
to express my appreciation of the very substantial work 

being done by the teachers of the Union School. 
| 1905 the enrolment of the Burlington Schools was 56; 
1910, 91; 1915, 122; 1919, 149 1920, 187, a gain in 15 years of 
234 per cent. and during the last five of 53 per cent. There 
is every reason to feel that this is a healthy growth which 
will receive even greater impetus when building can be re- 
sumed under more nearly normal conditions. When school 
opened in September, the primary room had 57 pupils and 
the small room occupied by Grades 3 and 4, which under no 
conditions should accomodate more than 25 pupils, was re- 
quired to provide for 42. This condition demanded immed- 
late remedy alike for pupil and teacher. Grades 1 and 2 each 
offered ample employment for a full time teacher. We were 
fortunate to secure Miss Ruth L. Chamberlin, a graduate of 
the Framingham Normal School for grade 2, leaving Miss 
Cowan full time for Grade 1. In comparison with the ad- 
vance made by entering, classes in other years, Miss Cowan 
feels that the progress made by this year’s class has amply 
justified the change. No years in the entire course are more 
vital than the first two. They provide the foundation upon 
which the whole educational superstructure must be builded. 
They very largely determine the child’s life attitude to 
school and education. Fortunate is the child who ean pass 
these years in a class small enough to receive the personal 
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contact of a devoted teacher, and no teacher should hold 
sovereignty in such a realm except by Divine right. 

Grades 35 and 4, are less fortunate in their housing at the 
Town Hall, but the pupils have accepted the situation in a 
most commendable spirit. In addition to the'rapidly grow- 
ing school population, no more cogent argument could be ad- 
vanced to any parent, tax payer, or citizen for. the need of 
immediate action in providing better housing for these 
erades, than a visit to this room in school hours. 


The details for enlarging the present building were 
dwelt upon atlength by Mr. Armstrong in his report last 
year. The blue print plans prepared by Architects Brain- 
erd, Leeds and Kellog of Boston, can be seen at the school. 
They are similar to plans embodied in several buildings by 
the same architects which by the test of years of use have 
given excellent satisfaction. To furnish proper facilities 
for an up to date school nothing from the outline can be omit 
ted. It would be unfortunate to provide an eight room build- 
ing today without some provision for bringing the school to- 
eether in a body. I believe this could be accomplished by 
providing two adjacent class rooms with a movable partition. 
Steps are being taken by the Committee appointed at the last 
annual meeting to meet the situation. There should be no 
loss of time in order to have a building completed for occu- 
paney when school opens in September 1921. 


At the annual town meeting an appropriation of $100.00 
was made for the work under the direction of the Middlesex 
County Farm Bureau, a portion of which was devoted to a 
boys’ and girls’ club work. Mrs. James 8. Rogers of Biller- 
ica was in charge of this work. Fifteen meetings and a pub- 
lic exhibition under the auspices of the Grange were held. 
The following numbers entered the various clubs: canning 11 
garden 7; pig 4; home economies 12; poultry 8. A two days 
trip to the Massachusetts Agricultural College was won by 
Walter Johnson for superior work in gardening and by 
Joseph Skenderian for his work in the pig club. This is the 
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first year clubs have been organized in Burlington. The 
young people were enthusiastic and almost without exception 
secured excellent results. Another year ought to bring out 
even greater numbers and larger accomplishments. This 
winter a poultry club of 7 members under the leadership of 
Mrs. Paine and a bread club of 5 members under Miss Ruth 
Li. Chamberlain are carrying on work. . 

During the month of December the Bureau Dental Clinic 
treated eighty-seven school children. 

Your thoughtful consideration is invited to the carefully 
detailed reports of the supervisors of music, drawing, and 
sewing, and to that of the medical inspector. 

At the close of my first year im Burlington I would like 
to take this opportunity to express my appreciation to all 
who have aided in the development of the schools. especially 
to the pupils for their wholehearted and industrious attitude ; 
to the teachers for their individual co-operation and fidelity | 
to the work; to the citizens and tax-payers for their generous 
financial support; and to you for your constant helpfulness.

TO THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE: 


In order that those interested may be informed of the 
purpose of the sewing department, I herewith submit the fol- 
lowing report. To make this report as concise yet as 
thorough as possible I find it necessary to make two divisions 
namely ; Methods of teaching and purpose of work. 


METHODS OF TEACHING 


Sewing is started in the fifth grade and continues 
throughout the eighth. During the first year the children 
learn the various stitches, their application, and use of each 
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stitch. A sampler is made which includes; even and uneven 
| basting, running-stitch, back stitch, combination-stitch, hem- 

ming, overhanding, overcasting, and blanket stitch. These 
are then applied to a practical bag to be used in class for the. 
remainder of the course. Many of the girls find time to fit 
their bags with a needle case pin-cushion and emery to 
match. , 

The work of the sixth grade consists of a dainty tea- 
apron, (introducing hemming on a bias edge, method of sew- 
ing on lace, binding, and ties), a French hemmed dish-towel, 
and featherstitch duster. Plain hemmed patching and its 
uses are taught and samplers made. 

Machine stitching, is taken up in the seventh garde and af- 
ter the pupils understand careful use of the machine, they 
gain actual experience in the making of garments to fit them- 
selves. This year, on account of the high cost of materials, 
the choice of a petticoat, slip, or work apron has been offered. 
The uses of a matched patch are illustrated and the samplers 
made; also a buttonhole sampler including four ways of mak 
ing buttonholes. 

The course is competed the fourth term with samplers of 
stocking-darning and stockinette patching (for use on knit 
underwear), and a dress to fit the pupil. 


PURPOSE OF WORK 


The purpose of the work is to develop within the pupil 
a strong sense of the spirit of work to arouse an interest in 
the home and upkeep of their clothing. I rejoice to see the 
eagerness with which the children take up this work. 

In conelusion I wish to particularly emphasize that the 
work is taught in the way best fitted to provide for the girls 
a growing habit of industry and accuracy.

My report of the music in the Burlington schools is as 
follows: 


I am elad to be able to report satisfactory progress in 
all the rooms. We have labored hard but not in vain with 
the. monotone voices in the first two grades. The percen- 
tage of such voices has been so great with the children en- 
tering school that it seemed the most important work in 
that room. The result has been most gratifying. More 
rapid sight reading and a keener sense of rhythm have 
been our chief aims in the next two rooms and with these a 
better idea of song interpretation in grades seven and eight. 

When I came to Burlington several years ago I found 
it to be the custom to give a cantata or operetta at the 
closing of school in June. Following this eustom I was re- 
quested to do the same. Coming as I did in the spring term, 
it was rather a difficult proposition to get acquainted with 
teachers and children and produce a creditable performance. 
It took time, altogether too much time. The next year I was 
again asked to do this and against my advice we gave 
‘*Hiawatha’s Childhood’’. The children were not ready for 
such work and we were forced to drop essentials to produce 
this non-essential. I am very glad to say such performances 
for graduation were finally allowed to drop. An operetta 
occasionally is beneficial to the children, a little variation 
in their regular routine, but to my mind graduation takes 
time enough without adding any extras. I feel sure the 
teachers agree with me in this. 

In closing I wish to thank the superintendent for his 
co-operation and the teachers for their loyal support in my 
efforts to improve the music.

Dear Sir: 


It is with pleasure that I submit to you my first report of 
the department of drawing. <A _ good course of study in 
drawing involves training that is both artistic and practical. 
The aim of the artistic study is to increase the love for the 
beautiful, and in its practical aspect, to teach the pupils to 
apply their quickened appreciation in beautifying their sur- 
soundings. The practical work in freehand drawing results 
in ability to see truly and to depict what is seen. The know- 
ledge gained in a mechanical course means ability to measure 
accurately, to make and read simple working drawings and 
to construct models from working drawings. 


If we consider the work in these three aspects, we shall 
understand more clearly the aims of the department in draw- 
ing. 


I. ARTISTIC APPRECIATION: This is an important 


factor inachild’s education. If he has, in his home, a 
chance to know the best in art, he is indeed fortunate, but if, 
as often happens he has not this privilege at home, it is upon 
the public school that he must depend for training, which 
_ shall open his eyes to the beauty in the world of nature and of 
art. Ina country town, there are remarkable facilities for 
fascinating study from nature. By special attention to the 
subjects of design nd color and by study of pictures, the at- 
tempt is made to cultivate the aesthetic sense of the pupils so 
that the marked violations of good taste frequently offered 
for sale in the shape of wall papers, dress goods, rugs, etc., 
shall not appeal to them. If pupils can be made to realize 
that a small amount of money in the hands of a person of dis- 
crimination will produce a more pleasing effect than a larger 
amount in the hands of one without good appreciation, we 
shall have done something to make them understand that 
money is not everything. 
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Il. FREEHAND DRAWING: This involves training 
of eye, and hand, and judgment. Not until one tries to rep- 
resent an object, does one really see it. The study involved 
in attempting to truthfully portray even a simple form is of 
a most valuable type. Since much of one’s success in life 
depends upon an eye trained to discern, a mind quick to 
think, and a hand accostomed to obey, freehand drawing, 
which cultivates these in unusual degree, must be of great 
educational value. The average child, though not able to 
make ,drawings artistically finished, can yet produce fairly 
accurate sketches of ordinary objects. Throughout his school 
life, especially in the High School, this power to represent 
will be of value. The instructor of physics often desires his 
class to sketch the apparatus of laboratory, the teacher of 
botany calls for illustrations of flowers, and entirely outside 
school life, there are many occasions when ability to produce . 
even a rude picture serves better than many words. 


Ht. MECHANICAL DRAWING: Skill in working ac- 
eurately with pencil and rule is valuable to any one, but to 
the boy, who needs mechanical ingenunity in so many lines 
of work, it is almost a necessity. A few years ago, an edu- 
cational expert emphasized the need for the teaching of more 
mechanical drawing. He reported that the average builder 
stated that only one man ina force of twelve or fifteen, 
could really read a blue print, and thus, when asked to work 
from such a print, the men had to be given assistance. Boys 
are apt to be of mechanical turn of mind, and need only a lit- 
tle encouragement to utilize their skill for practical purposes. 

Whether the time has been spent in artistic training or 
in the aequisition of skill in the freehand drawing or in mech- 
anical study,we have tried to make the work thoroughly prac- 
tical. We have tried also to remember that it was not art- 
ists that we were educating, but boys and girls who needed 
sufficient training along aesthetic lines to show evidence of 
good taste, and who needed most of all to know how to do 
things. .
